To provide students with 
a deeper understanding of 
the contributions made by 
numismatics to other fields 
of study, the American Nu- 
mismatic Society offers ten 
grants-in-aid for study at the 
34th Seminar in Numis- 
matics to be held at ANS 
headquarters in New York 
City from June 10- August 9, 
1986. The seminar involves 
an intensive program of 
study that will include lec- 
tures and conferences con- 
ducted by specialists in 
various fields, preparation 
and oral delivery of a paper 
on a topic of the student's 
choice, and actual contact 
with coinage related to 
that topic. 

Formal and informal ses- 
sions will deal with such 
subjects as coin hoards; 
dated coins and their his- 
torical significance; coins as 
bearers of ideas and political 
documents; and coins and 
the art historian. 

Grants, which carry sti- 
pends of $1,200 each and 
were made available by a 
donation from Mr. and Mrs. 
Eric P. Newman, are re- 
stricted to individuals af- 
filiated with colleges and 
universities in the United 
States and Canada. Grants 
will be available to students 
of high competence who 
will have completed at least 
one year of graduate work 
in classical studies, archae- 
ology, history, art history, 
economic history or other 
related disciplines. Applica- 
tions, which must be filed 
by March 1, 1986, also will 


be accepted from junior fac- 
ulty members with a degree 
in one of these fields. 

The ANS also will award 
a fellowship of $3,500 for 
academic year 1986-87 to a 
university graduate student 
in the field of the human- 
ities or social sciences who 
will have completed the 
general examinations (or 
equivalent) for a doctorate 
degree; will be writing a 
dissertation during the 
academic year 1986-87 on a 


topic in which the use of 
numismatic evidence plays 
a significant part; and who 
has attended one of the 
ANS graduate seminars 
prior to the time of applica- 
tion. Applications must be 
filed by March 1, 1986.

Souvenir Card Notes FUN Convention 

To commemorate the Florida United Numismatists con- 
vention in Tampa, January 2-5, the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has produced a souvenir card featuring the face of 
a $100 Treasury note, series 1890. Treasury notes, also 
known as coin notes (redeemable in silver or gold coin), 
were issued to pay for silver bullion purchased by the 
Secretary of the Treasury as directed by Congress by the 
Act of July 14, 1890. 

The central design, engraved by Charles Schlecht, depicts 
David G. Farragut, the first person to hold the rank of ad- 
miral in the United States Navy. Although bom in Termes- 
see, Farragut remained loyal to the Union during the Civil 
War, commanding the fleet that was victorious in the naval 
battles at New Orleans and Mobile Bay. 

Available by mail for $4, or $4.50 with a hand- 
cancellation bearing the 22-cent "Flag-over-the-Capitol" 
stamp, the card can be ordered from Mail Order Sales, 

Room 602-1 lA, 14th and "C" Sts. S.W., Washington, DC 
20228. Orders, which are payable by check or money order 
in U.S. funds, should be typed on SVi x 11 -inch paper and 
must include name, mailing address, zip code and the 
card's item number (#918 for mint cards, #919 for hand- 
cancelled cards). 
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Kosoff Collection 
Brings $3 Million 

Far exceeding expecta- 
tions, the Bowers and 
Merena sale of the Abe 
Kosoff Collection grossed 
$3,157,132 in three days of 
heavy activity in New York 
City, November 4-6. Price 
leader was a proof -65 1907 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
(high relief, Roman numerals, 
inverted edge lettering) that 
brought heavy applause as 
auctioneer William Hanfield 
Jr. announced a hammer 
price of $240,000. 

Pattern pieces, one of 
KosofPs specialties, were led 
by a set of eight trade dol- 
lars, all dated 1876, that 
was bid to $68,200. Other 
patterns included an 1861 
copper $5 in proof'63, 

$3,300; 1861 copper $20 
with gilt surface in proof-60, 
$4,510; and an 1866 5-cent 
piece, the famous ''Lincoln 
nickel," struck in copper and 
graded proof-60 or better, 
$2,750. Very rare patterns 
dated 1916 featured a Mer- 
cury dime that brought 
$4,400 and a Standing Lib- 
erty quarter that hit $6,380. 

Territorial gold, another 
Kosoff specialty, included a 
Blake and Company 1856 
copper $20 die trial in VF, 
$4,180; Parsons and Com- 
pany $2V2 in EF, overstruck 
on an 1850-0 half dime, 
$3,795; Bechtler gold $1 
(with "28 gr. high" and no 
star) in EF to VF condition, 
$5,500; and an 1849 Norris, 
Greg and Norris $5 with 
reeded edge in VF, $3,300. 

United States gold coin- 
age showed exceptional 
strength, with prices real- 
ized well above pre-sale 
estimates. Matte proof gold 
was topped by a proof-67 
1908 quarter eagle that 
fetched $11,550 and a 
proof-67 1908 Indian Head 
half eagle that was had for 
$12,650. An MS-63 1885 $1 
brought $1,900; an EF-40 
1802/1 quarter eagle fetched 
$5,060; an 1824/1 EF-45 


quarter eagle was bid to 
$5,500; and Dahlonega Mint 
quarter eagles realized 
$1,900 for an 1839/8-D in 
EF-45 and $1,375 for an 
1849-D in EF-40. 

An 1854 $3 piece in 
AU-50 garnered $1,800, 
while early half eagles were 
led by an EF-40 1798 "13 
stars reverse" piece that 
sold for $3,025 and an 
AU-50 1804 "small 8 over 
large 8" variety that was 
bid to $3,740. Notable 
among double eagles was an 
1891-CC in EF-45 that 
brought $2,090 and a 1904 
(the so-called "common 
date") in MS-63 that went 
to $1,760. 

Copper and nickel coinage 
was highlighted by a VF-20 
specimen of the renowned 
1856 Flying Eagle cent, 
$2,310; rare 1796 half cent 
"with pole" in VG-8/ AG-3, 
$4,180; 1850 large cent in 
MS-60, $506; and a matte 
proof 1909 Lincoln cent, 
$500. Among nickels, a 
proof-63 Shield piece "with 
rays" realized $2,645; an 
1878 in proof-63 brought 
$1,870; and a scarce 1912-D 
in MS-63 crossed the block 
at $770. 

Top bids among dimes 
were $2,200 for a 1797 "16 
stars obverse" specimen in 
VF-30 or better and $2,310 
for a 1916-D Mercury piece 
graded AU-55 to MS-60. 

Two Standing Liberty quar- 
ters, each a key 1916 in 
AU-55, brought $2,310 
apiece, and a 191SI\7-S was 
pushed to $6,160 by enthu- 
siastic floor bidding. Half 
dollars featured an MS-65 
1883 piece that brought 
$4,950 and an MS-65 1914-S 
specimen that realized 
$4,565. 

Silver dollars saw a half 
bag (500 pieces) of 1884-0 
specimens, graded MS-60 to 
MS-63, bring $.7,600; a 
proof-63 1894 Morgan fetch 
$4,620; and the key Peace 
dollar, 1934-S, in MS-63 bid 
to $3,740. Commemorative 
half dollars included MS-65 


specimens of the 1936 
Elgin, $1,045; 1934 
Maryland, $1,320; and 1936 
Norfolk, $990. 

Exonumia featured a 1920 
"Wilson dollar" in choice 
uncirculated condition, 

$495; Lesher dollar in fine 
grade with "Boyd Park" im- 
print, $800; and an ex- 
tremely rare Martin Van 
Buren Indian peace medal m 
fine grade, stmck in silver 
and showing a hole at 12 
o'clock, $5,115. 

Mint errors featured a 
truly spectacular item — an 
MS-63 Peace dollar, believed 
to be a 1924 date, struck on 
a quarter planchet, which 
brought $8,250. 

COMEX Goldline 
Service Expanded 

"Goldline," a gold-price 
information service in- 
auguratd by Commodity Ex- 
change Incorporated (COMEX) 
in March of this year, has 
been expanded to include 
the COMEX silver spot 
price. The expansion also 
involves the introduction of 
a new "900" telephone 
system, eliminating pre- 
vious congestion of Goldline 
phone circuits. Goldline 
customers now are greeted 
with a computerized mes- 
sage giving the current 
value of spot gold and silver 
based on trading activity, 
updated with each trade. 

Response to the program 
has been substantid, total- 
ing more than 300,000 in- 
quiries in the first six 
months of operation, with 
circuit congestion causing 
an additional 900,000 calls 
to be answered with busy 
signals. Use of the 900 
telephone number now as- 
sures that all callers con- 
nect. The new COMEX 
Goldline number is 
900/976-GOLD; domestic 
calls cost 50 cents. Spot 
prices are current from 
9 a.m. until 2:30 p.m. on 
business days (New York 
time) and represent closing 
prices at all other times.

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BOB LEUVER TALKS 



about the BEP, currency, stamps, collectors . . . 


Robert /. Leuver was appointed Director of the United States Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing in February 1983, replacing resigned BEP Director Harry Clements. Leuver joined the BEP 
in April 1979, serving as deputy director and assistant director for administration. Previously, 
he was employed for five years by the Office of the Secretary as chief of the Treasury Employee 
Data and Payroll Division and as program manager for Management Information Systems. He 
also worked for two years with ACTION, the parent organization of the Peace Corps, as chief 
of the Planning Division and as chief of the Management Analysis Staff. 

A native of Chicago, Leuver and his wife Hilda have one child, an infant daughter. He graduated 
from Loyola University at Los Angeles, majoring in philosophy and English, and obtained a 
master’s degree from Catholic University of America in Washington, D.C. 

The following interview was conducted by THE NUMISMATIST on October 30, 1985, during 
Leuver’s visit to ANA headquarters in Colorado Springs, where he attended the opening of an 
exhibit entitled ‘Taper Money Extravaganza.” 


The Numismatist: The BEP has been in- 
vestigating a number of potential changes 
in our nation's paper money. What is the 
status of this research? 


Bob Leuver: The 11 or 12 basic counter- 
feiting deterrents we currently incor- 
porate in currency are based primarily on 
the intaglio design on the notes. Now 
we're looking for some means that will 
go beyond the basic counterfeiting deter- 
rents because of the threat posed by 
advances in reprographics, particularly 
color copiers. National security require- 
ments prevent me from discussing this 
further. 


TN: Is the threat of counterfeiting 
growing? 

Leuver: Yes. In the 1960s, the amount of 
currency passed and seized numbered in 
the thousands of dollars every year; in 
1984 the amount totaled $7 million. How- 
ever, last year the total went down to 
$5.6 million. That's a substantial amount 
of money and quite an increase over a 
20-year period. 

Advances in the reprographic industry 
in the past 20 years have been phenome- 
nal. With today's digital scanners— there 
are over 2,000 of them currently in the 
United States — you can take a digital pic-

ture of our currency, a check or whatever 
you want and store it on a disk. In this 
society of computer "'hackers," these 
disks could be copied and quickly sold and 
distributed throughout the country. De- 
pending on the quality of the printer, you 
could obtain a very fine reproduction. 

TN: How long will research go on? 

Leuver: Research will never stop. Tech- 
nology in the reprographic industry is ad- 
vancing much quicker than we can devel- 
op means to combat it. So I think the real 
question you're asking me is "when are 
we going to make a proposal to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury," and I think the 
answer is "relatively soon." It's up to the 
secretary to say "Hey, I think the threat 
of counterfeiting is great enough to war- 
rant a change. Tell me what you can do 
and give me your best estimates." 

TN: The public has used this currency for 
more than 50 years. Will that create a 
problem? 

Leuver: You've raised a very interesting 
question. A European gentleman, whom 

1 respect very much, told me his country 
was going through its third currency 
change since 1970. At present, this change 
is being held in reserve, ready to be issued 
if someone begins to counterfeit the cur- 
rent currency. This country can afford to 
do that, for its production and require- 
ment for currency is something like 1 or 

2 percent of that of the United States. 
Frankly, we couldn't do that in the United 
States — we'd just print too much 
currency. 

This gentleman visited the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing last year and made 
an interesting comment. He said "We 
have had our currency now for 5 years, 
and it's time for a change. You have had 
yours for 55 years, and it is probably im- 
possible to change." There's a lot of truth 
in that. Our currency is used interna- 
tionally, and we must weigh any changes 
we make very carefully. If the change does 
not work, we could look very foolish. 
There's no way to recall the volume of 
currency we print. 


TN: The designs of some of the old notes 
were beautiful. Do you think something 
was lost when they changed the currency 
55 years ago? 

Leuver: To a certain extent, yes. Our cur- 
rency should be somewhat dynamic. The 
country probably missed a great oppor- 
tunity by not coming out with a bicenten- 
nial series, which could have circulated 
for 25 years. But, I don't think I could sell 
that concept right now, and, seriously, I 
wouldn't want to be involved in a deci- 
sion about who would be pictured on the 
currency. 

Japan just came out with three new 
issues that picture three men from various 
periods of Japanese history. I happened to 
talk with a Japanese official before the 
notes were issued, and he said that one of 
the notes would feature a portrait of 
Beethoven. I said, "Beethoven? He's not 
Japanese!" He said, "That's all right. 
We feel we should do that." Ultimately, 
when the notes came out, there was no 
Beethoven. 

TN: Aside from the division that prints 
our paper currency, what other divisions 
make up the BEP? 

Leuver: The Bureau isn't organized quite 
in that way. Basically, our principal func- 
tion is printing. In the operations area we 
have what we call pre-press, which employs 
about 100 people who are, in a sense, the 
"artists." There are about 16 artists, 16 
engravers, and probably an equal number 
of people in photolithography, which is 
used in the postage stamp area and in 
other types of work we do. 

From there we go to the printing area. 
I have kept this operation pretty much in 
one major area, so all the printing of cur- 
rency, postage stamps and other products 
falls under one individual. There's been 
some talk that conceivably these areas 
should be divided according to product 
lines. As yet, we haven't done this, but 
we're studying the proposition. We've 
considered creating a separate area for 
postage stamp processing, which is en- 
tirely different from currency production 
because of the quality of work involved. 

It's relatively easy to keep the quality 
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of currency up because it's run continu- 
ously. We're dealing with only 6.6 billion 
currency notes in six denominations, 
whereas we may print anywhere from 
50-80 different postage stamps in the 
course of a year, and the runs can be 
anywhere from 110 million to 3 billion. 

TN: The production of postage stamps, 
from design to printing to distribution, 
must be a hectic process. 

Leuver: Yes, it could be, but we do have 
a production management staff within the 
operations area. I think that's the key to 
the entire operation here. The system of 
manufacturing is totally automated and 
covers all the variables in stamp produc- 
tion, such as what types of paper and ink 
are needed, how certain inks interact with 
one another, and what presses are avail- 
able. A stamp can actually be composed 
right on a screen. It's a dynamic process 
that allows us to produce postage stamps 
by the seat of our pants. 

TN: How many requests do you receive 
for commemorative stamps? 

Leuver: About 350 every two months. 

TN: Is your operation self-contained? 

Leuver: Yes. The Bureau is run as a 
corporation— that's the management style 
I've instilled. Our sales this year totaled 
about $256 million, that's a large corpora- 
tion. As "chairman of the board," I do 
most of the outside work. This particular 
job probably involves more work with the 
politics of the bureaucracy, creating a 
whole different cast than you find in pri- 
vate industry. Of course, I don't have 
stockholders to worry about, but I think 
the bureaucratic and political influences 
somewhat outweigh that. 

I've established four major committees 
chaired by the deputy director. One is for 
capital investments, because we spend 
about $60 million a year on equipment. 
A second committee focuses on research, 
on which I like to spend 4 percent of my 
total sales budget. The third is responsible 
for resource information management, 
which is, again, the whole automation 


process. The fourth committee regards 
personnel, particularly training and af- 
firmative action programs. The commit- 
tees allow participative management and 
result in more mature decisions. 

I believe very strongly in training 
employees, especially executive staff. I de- 
mand that each manager take a major 
three- to five-day course outside the Bu- 
reau, preferably one that puts them in 
contact with people in private industry. 
The better an employee's performance 
rating, the further he or she will travel. 

At the same time, managers are encour- 
aged to take additional classes that are 
allied to their careers. The government 
basically requires that the courses be 
career- related. However, anybody in my 
printing area that takes some manage- 
ment courses then comes to me and says, 
"You know. I'd like to know more about 
finances," I give them carte blanche to 
do so. 

That's the way we operate. Everything 
in the Bureau is finance-related. When I 
first started with the BEP back in '79, peo- 
ple did not think in terms of automation 
and finances. Quite frankly, in the first 
18 months, I changed 83 percent of the 
managers; 43 percent of the new managers 
came from outside the Bureau. I think it's 
highly unusual for the government to do 
something like that. 

TN: Did you receive a lot of criticism? 

Leuver: I suppose I got a certain amount, 
but those people who gave me static are 
no longer there. I'm there to do a job. I 
don't try to make all the decisions, in fact, 
I probably make very few of them. I like 
the maturation that comes from discus- 
sion. Present me with the facts, and I'll 
generally agree to most of the suggestions 
offered by the major committees. 

Change didn't come overnight. It took 
time to introduce a new financial system, 
develop budgets for each office, and get 
people thinking in terms of automation 
and finances. Today the managers can't 
do without automation or daily inputs. 
Six years ago it took 60 to 90 days to close 
the quarterly financial books and produce 
reports. Now managers complain because 
it takes 12 days to close the books at the 
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end of the month. 

However, the Bureau has excellent man- 
agers, and they work together exception- 
ally well. That's where you accomplish 
something. You can have outstanding 
employees, but if they don't work together, 
you aren't going anywhere. What we've 
got are people pulling together. If they 
aren't getting what they want, they'll go 
to somebody else, but at the same time 
they'll do it in a constmctive way. They're 
not afraid to bring up their problems in 
front of everybody else during our resource 
presentations. 

TN: Of all the things you've done as direc- 
tor of the BEP, what do you consider to 
be the most fun? 

Leuver: Fun? Well, I don't know. I think 
dealing with numismatists has been fun, 
even though it's more or less a sideline 
of the Bureau's activities. Actually, the 
main mission of the Bureau is to fill cus- 
tomer requirements for the given year, 
keeping in mind quality, security and cost 
effectiveness. 

But, at the same time, we do produce 
items that are collectibles, whether they 
be postage stamps or currency. Because 
90 percent of our work revolves around 
production of items that are collected, I 
feel we owe something to the numisma- 
tists and philatelists. 

I sort of enjoy going out to the shows, 
the few that I'm able to attend. I've found 
that collectors have a wealth of knowl- 
edge when it comes to our products. Some 
people can tell me exactly how many 
notes were printed with paper supplied by 
Gilbert Paper Company in Wisconsin 
back in 1967, or when IN GOD WE TRUST 
was added to currency. I mean, it's fantas- 
tic that they know these things! 

TN: As a young man did you have an in- 
terest in coin or stamp collecting? 

Leuver: Not coins, though I wish I had. 
Some uncles collected Indian Head pen- 
nies, and I remember that they showed 
them to me. It's a shame I wasn't astute 
enough to latch on. But, one imcle got me 
started in stamp collecting when I was a 
child. He traveled around and used to 


come up with these odd stamps from 
places he'd visited. 

TN: Is the position you hold now every- 
thing you thought it would be and more? 

Leuver: Oh, I think there have been some 
surprises. I had a fairly good idea of what 
was in store for me because I was assistant 
director for approximately four years and 
deputy director for a couple of months 
before I became director. However, a lot 
has evolved since I've been there. 

I think one of the first things I wanted 
to do coming into the job was change the 
direction and tack of the Bureau. I felt we 
weren't doing enough outside work and 
that the director really should be the 
catalyst for change rather than just run- 
ning the Bureau. So I changed the manage- 
ment structure and created a board of 
directors and executive committees, mak- 
ing them responsible for what I thought 
were the four major concerns of the 
deputy director. I have a strong Deputy 
Director, Pete Daley, and I put him in 
charge of them. 

I encouraged more participative man- 
agement in the Bureau, and that gave me 
time then to heal a lot of wounds that 
existed. I felt we were weak in our public 
affairs, and that was one of the things I 
wanted to change, so I did. When I became 
director, within four or five weeks I for- 
mulated in my mind what I wanted to do. 
I had some time. Harry Clements, the 
previous director, had resigned rather un- 
expectedly about a week before Christ- 
mas. The Bureau closes down at Christ- 
mas, and I went to Florida to visit my 
parents. So, I had ten days to draw up a 
plan, which basically was to build on 
what Mr. Clements set out to do, with 
added direction of my own. 

TN: Was that the last vacation you've 
had? 

Leuver: I think I've had four days sporadi- 
cally this year. 

TN: Obviously, this job takes much of 
your personal time. Do you have any 
regrets? 
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Leuver: No, no, not really. I was not cast 
in one mold, and Tve done many different 
things. In any job I feel you have about 
three to five years in which you give your- 
self and your talents to the position, and 
the job gives you something in return. 
You learn from your experience. Then it's 
either time for a change or to move on to 
something else. I would say this job as 
director requires a four- or five-year com- 
mitment, because there's a lot to be 
accomplished. 

I was assistant director for administra- 
tion, and after four years I was looking for 
a change. If I didn't see promotion within 
the Bureau, I was going to leave it. I felt 
I had given what I could and had set cer- 
tain directions. This is what I have done 
pretty much throughout my entire life — 
I'll always be looking for new challenges. 
Sure, we all like the money, but I think 
I look more for the challenge of the job 
than I do anything else. I put myself 
into it. 

I've been married now for 13 years, and 
not long ago we were blessed with a baby 
girl. She's changed our lives. I've had to 
make some adjustments in my business 
life so that I have more time to spend with 
the baby. At this time in my life I can af- 
ford to make those changes. The baby's 
gone to Europe twice — she's done more 
traveling in her first 21 months than I 
probably did in my first 30 years of life — 
but that's because I want to see her grow 
up. I'm not leaving her behind. 
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General Homma, 1942. 


Following the conquest of the Philippines in 1942, a Japanese general presented 
an unusual medal to his officers. Research discloses few specifics about the medal 
but much about its originator, Lieutenant General Masaham Homma. Never well 
known, despite his role in the Japanese victory in the Philippines, Homma is vir- 
tually unknown today to most Americans. 

Now, some 40 years after the end of World War II, considerable interest exists 
in recalling that critical era. The fall of the Philippines and its liberation, together 
with the subsequent Pacific war-crimes trials, are events useful in gaining an ap- 
preciation of the unique nature of the Homma medal. 

In 1942 a small quantity of U.S. Territory of the Philippines one-peso coins was 
restruck as medals by Japanese General Masaham Homma to commemorate his 
victory in the Philippines. The defeat involved the largest capitulation in U.S. 
military history, but the epic defense of Bataan and Corregidor became a rallying 
cry for Americans as the tide turned toward victory in the Pacific. It was ironic 
that the general who awarded the medal had a strong pro-Westem reputation; was 
distmsted by his superiors, who relieved him in semi-disgrace soon ^er his 
Philippine victory; and was swiftly executed after the war by the United States, 
following a war-crimes trial that raised serious legal and moral questions. 


QGNCRal Masalianu HoMMa 

Masaham Homma (1888-1946), the 
son of an aristocratic, land-owning and 
socially prominent family, was tall, 
burly and well-built. He was reserved. 


aloof, and of an artistic and intellectual 
nature. His early military performance 
was brilliant, but his career was jeop- 
ardized by unstable personal behavior 
and an unsuitable marriage that ended 
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in divorce. Expert in language, he 
wrote poems and plays for recreation. 

He translated the League of Nations' 
report about Japanese aggression in 
Manchuria in 1932 and earned the per- 
sonal appreciation of the Emperor. 
Because of repeated assignments with 
the British Army, he gained a reputa- 
tion as a "pro- Western" moderate. 

Although not personally involved in 
the political intrigues that character- 
ized Japan in the 1930s, Homma 
strongly opposed General Tojo, whose 
faction advocated war with the West. 

In 1935 Homma utilized his literary 
skills as a major general in charge of 
propaganda on the Imperial Staff. By 
1938 he was in China, first in combat 
as a division commander and later, in 
1940, on occupation duty as a lieuten- 
ant general commanding the Formosa 
Army. Although Homma proved to be 
an able tactician and courageous leader, 
he apparently developed a tendency to 
become withdrawn from routine mat- 
ters, delegating responsibility for these 
functions to subordinates. This ig- 
norance of events going on about him 
eventually cost Homma his life. 

TIllG japaNese PlaN 

As War Minister, General Tojo 
developed a strategy for a war of 
limited objectives against the United 
States, the United Kingdom and the 
Netherlands. A surprise naval air attack 
against Pearl Harbor was planned in 
conjunction with simultaneous inva- 
sions of the East Indies, Thailand, 
Malaya and the Philippines. The plan 
for the Philippines allowed a mere 50 
days to defeat the Fil-American forces 
on the central Luzon plain, and seize 
Manila and its harbor. Landings were 
to be made at Lingayen Gulf and 
Lamon Bay by the Japanese 14th 
Army, a force of about 43,000 troops 
supported by 500 aircraft. 

At the time, the Southern Army 
commander. General Terauchi, and 
General Sugiyama, Chief of the Im- 
perial Staff, were politically allied with 
General Tojo. Although they did not 
fully trust Homma, he was offered 
command of the Philippine invasion 
force. Homma believed that the Allies 


would not be defeated on the central 
plain of Luzon Island but would in- 
stead withdraw to the mountainous 
jungles of the malaria-infested Bataan 
Peninsula, which dominates Manila 
Bay. Homma believed that Bataan 
could be defended indefinitely if prop- 
erly stockpiled, and thus he requested 
additional time and troops for the cam- 
paign, a criticism of Imperial Staff 
strategy that annoyed Homma's 
superior. General Sugiyama, who 
curtly denied the request. 

(5€N€Ral lONatliaN WaiNwniQlit 

In contrast to the aloof, scholarly 
Homma, U.S General Jonathan M. 
"Skinny" Wainwright (1883-1953) was 
a tough, colorful cavalryman who en- 
joyed close association with his troops. 
Active, popular, hard riding and hard 
drinking, he won an early reputation 
as an outstanding leader. In 1938, as a 
cavalry brigadier, his main interest 
centered on horse activities, troop 
assignments and the development of 
young officers. But, at the time, the 
U.S. Army was modernizing and elim- 
inating cavalry, and Wainwright was 
about to retire. Yet, events in Europe 
and China had forced Congress reluc- 
tantly to authorize a larger army, and 
seasoned troop leaders were needed for 
training. Thus, Wainwright was selected 
to command the Philippine Division. 

Promoted, he arrived in Manila in 
October 1940 as a dedicated and 
skilled field soldier. By Spring 1941 the 
languid, tropical peace-time pace of the 
islands quickened — American military 
families had been evacuated, training 
intensified and major changes in 
defense preparation were underway. 
Wainwright would require all his 
leadership and professional skills in 
the coming ordeal. 

qeNeual Douglas MacAntfiuu 

In 1935 the complex, brilliant and 
controversial Dou^as MacArthur 
(1880-1964), following 32 years of 
outstanding service, was serving an un- 
precedented fifth year as Chief of Staff 
of the U.S. Army. At the request of 
Philippine Commonwealth President 
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Quezon, MacArthur was appointed 
military advisor to the newly estab- 
lished Commonwealth. He was an 
ideal choice not only because of his 
professional ability but also because of 
his dedication to the Filipinos. It was 
MacArthur's fourth tour in the islands, 
where he was highly respected. 

MacArthur's almost impossible task 
was to develop a national security 


system for the Philippines by 1946, 
when the islands were to become in- 
dependent. Because of political opposi- 
tion and lack of funds, little real 
progress was made either in training or 
equipping the Philippine Army. In 
December 1937 MacArthur, now Field 
Marshall of the Philippines, retired 
from the U.S. Army, and, thenceforth, 
progress in the Philippines slowed. 
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DGfGNse Of tl7€ PHilippiNGS 

The United States' longstanding 
"War Plan Orange" (WPO-3) for 
defense of the Philippines required 
denying invaders the use of Manila Bay 
by holding the Bataan Peninsula and 
the forts at the entrance to Manila Bay 
for six months. The plan was tactically 
sound but not strategically realistic, 
because no specific provision for rein- 
forcement was made— the Philippines 
were low priority under the new 
worldwide war plan, "Rainbow-5." 

In July 1941 the situation changed. 
President Roosevelt at that time froze 
Japanese assets in the United States; 
embargoed iron, oil and rubber; closed 
the Panama Canal to Japanese shipping; 
and established a new military com- 
mand, U.S. Army Forces Far East 
(USAFFE), which combined the United 
States and Philippine armies and 
recalled MacArthur to active duty as 
commander. War with Japan seemed 
inevitable. 

MacArthur, who never liked the 
passive WPO-3 plan, advanced a more 
aggressive concept — to defend the en- 
tire Philippine archipelago for use as a 
base for air attacks on Japanese in- 
stallations and shipping. Enemy land- 
ings in the Philippines were to be 
repulsed on the beaches; there was 
no provision for withdrawal to the 
Bataan Peninsula. 

Surprisingly, Washington accepted 
the risky plan, perhaps because of 
MacArthur's optimism and prestige. 
USAFFE was given the highest priority 
for building the larger and better bal- 
anced force required for MacArthur's 
plan. Army Air Corps, tank, anti- 
aircraft and service units arrived on 
the islands, but they were too few and 
too late. By November 1941, U.S. 
Army strength had increased by only 
8,500 to 31,095, including Air Corps 
and Philippine scout personnel. 

The Far East Air Force (FEAF) now 
comprised about 135 first-line combat 
planes— 35 B-17 heavy bombers and 
100 P-40 fighters. Additional sub- 
marines and torpedo boats had been 
assigned to the U.S. Asiatic Fleet; the 
4th Marine Regiment was transferred 
from China; and 10 PA divisions were 


partially mobilized. The ground forces 
in the Philippines were restructured, 
with Wainwright commanding the 
most critical element, the North 
Luzon Force. Supplies were stockpiled 
in forward areas to support the defense 
of Lingayen Gulf, and half the B-17's 
were relocated to Mindanao, beyond 
the range of enemy air attacks. The re- 
maining bombers were stationed at 
Clark Field, north of Manila. 

Tension was high in early December 
1941 because it was known that 
negotiations with Japan were failing. 
Japanese naval task forces were sailing 
toward Hawaii and Malaya, and on 
Formosa Homma's troops prepared 
to assault the Philippines. 

iNvasioN Of Luzon 

The fate of the Philippine garrison 
probably was determined by the 
severe damage of the U.S. Pacific Fleet 
at Pearl Harbor early on December 7, 
1941 (2:30 a.m., December 8, Manila 
time). About noon that day, Japanese 
aircraft struck Clark and Iba Fields, 
destroying on the ground all the U.S. 
bombers and many of the fighters. 
During the following week, Japanese 
air raids took a heavy toll on Luzon. 

By December 15, only 30 fighter air- 
craft remained operational and the ma- 
jor surface ships of the Asiatic fleet 
had left Philippine waters. 

The main elements of Homma's 
14th Army landed at Lingayen Gulf on 
December 22, followed by a secondary 
force at Lamon Bay two days later. 
Homma was ashore in force, with 
complete control of the air and sea. On 
December 23 MacArthur re-established 
the defensive WPO-3 plan for 
withdrawal to Bataan. To Wainwright 
fell the critical task of delaying 
Homma's main force for two weeks 
until the 100,000 troops and supplies 
required for a prolonged defense could 
pass to safety. 

Wainwright's brilliantly executed 
delaying action was completed on 
January 7, 1942, but the other major 
task — moving and stockpiling supplies 
for Bataan's defense — was not satisfac- 
torily accomplished. Even the Philip- 
pine government did not fully coop- 
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Homma testifies in his own behalf, February 1946. 


erate, prohibiting movement of rice 
and sugar across province boundaries. 
Corregidor, the fortified island at the 
entrance to Manila Bay, was adequately 
supplied, but on Bataan only a 30-day 
supply of a seriously unbalanced ration 
was available (troops were placed on 
half-rations as soon as they reached 
Bataan). A critical shortage of food, 
together with intense physical activity 
and oppressive tropical conditions, 
made a greater adverse impact on the 
Bataan defense than did Japanese offen- 
sive operations. 

Homma, a cautious general, did not 
aggressively attempt to destroy Wain- 
wright's withdrawing forces. Only 
minor air attacks were made on the 
single road to Bataan, which was 
jammed with traffic for several weeks. 
Homma entered Manila unopposed on 
January 2, 1942, ahead of schedule. 
Washington continued to assure 
MacArthur that assistance was forth- 
coming, but, although extraordinary ef- 
forts were made to pierce the Japanese 
blockade, no supplies arrived except by 
submarine. 


Fall Of BataaN 

Homma, who estimated the Bataan 
defenders at 35,000 strong when in ac- 
tuality the figure was closer to 80,000, 
began the Bataan offensive on January 
9. Progress was very slow and costly 
for the Japanese, but by January 25 the 
defenders had been pushed back eight 
miles. Japanese casualties totaled 
7,000; twice that number were sick. 
Homma realized his offensive had 
failed and withdrew to regroup. (Al- 
though his superiors wished to replace 
Homma, they could not for fear of 
''loss of face." The Japanese setback 
fueled rumors that Homma had comit- 
ted suicide in MacArthur' s penthouse 
on top of the Manila Hotel.) Homma 
later was reinforced by two infantry 
divisions and artillery and air units. 
The allies had won a tactical victory, 
but could not reinforce at will. 

Meanwhile, Roosevelt emphasized to 
MacArthur that the United States 
would continue to defend the Philip- 
pines as long as there was any possi- 
bility of resistance. MacArthur was 
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ordered to Australia to take overall 
Allied command of the Pacific theatre. 
He left by PT boat on March 1 1 . Wain- 
wright was promoted and appointed 
commander of U.S. Forces in the 
Philippines (USFIP), which removed 
him from direct command of the most 
critical element, the Luzon defenders. 

If Bataan and Corregidor fell, con- 
tinued resistance was to be carried out 
by the substantial (50,000) forces in 
the South Philippines. 

By mid- March the daily ration on 
Bataan was further reduced to 14V2 
ounces and essentially was of no nutri- 
tional value. Everything edible was 
eaten — cavalry horses, monkeys, rep- 
tiles, roots. The starved and weakened 
condition of the men made control of 
tropical diseases and treatment of 
wounds almost impossible, rendering 
nearly 75 percent of the Bataan defend- 
ers unfit for duty. 

Homma opened his final attack on 
April 3 and by Easter had pushed a 
wedge between the two corps of the 
Luzon Force, resulting in the complete 
disintegration of II Corps. Major 
General King, commanding the Luzon 
Force, determined no choice but sur- 
render, and on April 9 approximately 

12,000 Americans and 66,000 Filipinos 
passed into captivity. The starved, sick 
and defeated Luzon Force then began 
the infamous Bataan Death March. ^ 


Fall Of ConRGQiGon 

In preparation for the assault on Cor- 
regidor, concentrated air and artillery 
attacks on the island fortress began 
prior to the fall of Bataan. Some 12,500 
Allied military personnel (including 

2,000 from Bataan) and 2,400 civilians 
occupied the small (SVixl Vi-mile) 
island and its three supporting forts. 
Life in the crowded Malinta Tunnel 
was miserable, and the exposed gun 
emplacements and Marine beach posi- 
tions sustained continuous bombard- 
ment. The island lay bare and scorched 
under a pall of smoke and dust. 

Two thousand Japanese assaulted the 
fortress on the night of May 5. More 
than half were killed, drowned or 
wounded, but a beachhead was estab- 


lished, and tanks and artillery came 
ashore. Counterattacks failed, and by 
10 a.m. Wainwright concluded that 
further resistance would be useless. 
Before surrendering, he attempted to 
release from his command Allied 
forces in the South Philippines under 
Generals Sharp and Chenowyth; Wain- 
wright planned to surrender only the 
Corregidor defenders. 

A U.S. cease-fire commenced at 
noon. May 6, but Wainwright did not 
meet with Homma on Bataan until 5 
p.m. Homma, knowing that Wain- 
wright commanded all Philippine 
forces, would not accept the surrender 
of only the Harbor Defense Force. 

After discussion, Wainwright agreed to 
surrender his entire command, and at 
about midnight he signed the formal 
documents. On June 9, after Sharp and 
Chenowyth had surrendered, Wain- 
wright became an official prisoner of 
war. He endured privation, suffering 
and mistreatment for more than three 
years before his rescue from a camp in 
Mukden, Manchuria, on August 19, 
1945. Expecting to be court-martialed, 
Wainwright instead was promoted, 
given a hero's welcome in the States 
and awarded the Congressional Medal 
of Honor by President Truman. 

Homma' s victory at Corregidor gave 
the Japanese the best harbor in the 
Orient, as weU as bases for operations 
in the South Pacific. With a force sel- 
dom exceeding 50,000, he had defeated 
a Filipino-American army of about 

140,000 and forced U.S. air and naval 
forces to withdraw more than 2,000 
miles. But the victory was four months 
late and very costly. He also failed to 



Based on Momma's own sketch, the medals 
were overstruck on Philippine one-peso pieces. 
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carry out directed propaganda programs 
and had treated the Filipinos too le- 
niently. Doubtful of Homma's loyalty, 
his superiors relieved him of command. 

Upon his return to Japan, Homma 
was not permitted to make the usual 
ceremonial call upon the Emperor, and 
he held a meaningless post until July 
1944. Later, after a change in prime 
ministers, he served as an advisor 
to the cabinet in a secret effort to 
end hostilities. 


Zlri£ HoMMa Mebal 

Following the capture of Corregidor, 
Homma presented medals to commem- 
orate the campaign and to pay tribute 
to fallen comrades. The dies, designed 
after his own sketch, were cut by the 
Manila firm of Crispolo Zamora Sons, 
which also overstruck the medals on 
1907-12 Philippine one-peso pieces. 
(Silver pesos were widely hoarded by 
Filipinos to avoid confiscation or loot- 
ing by the Japanese.) The Manila Mint, a 
branch of the Philadelphia Mint, prob- 
ably would have produced the medal 
had it not been severely damaged. 

According to Gilbert Perez, Homma 
personally brought a sack filled with 
silver pesos to the Zamora shop. This 
would appear to limit the mintage to 
not more than 2,000 pieces; possibly 
only a few hundred were struck. The 
first strikes did not completely oblit- 
erate the original inscriptions, so the 
pesos were heated and then restruck, 
eliminating the lettering and reeded 
rim. A small loop was attached for 
a ribbon. 

Some of the first strikes, with Eng- 
lish lettering showing through, were 
kept, and a few patterns were struck in 
copper. The bulk of the Homma med- 
als is of the plain rim variety, some 
with loops, some without. No record 
of those who received the medal is 
known. Homma most likely awarded 
pieces to the officers most closely 
associated with him in the campaign, 
his major subordinate commanders and 
principal staff officers. Medals probably 
also were presented to officers of the 
Southern Army, cooperative Filipino 
officials, lower unit commanders, other 


staff officers, and junior officers and 
enlisted men who had distinguished 
themselves in combat. Clearly the 
pieces were cherished by the military 
men who received them. The medal 
was found on skeletons in the Philip- 
pines and other Pacific battlegrounds 
for many years after the war. 

The obverse of the Homma medal 
shows a Japanese enlisted man looking 
across Manila Bay toward the moun- 
tains of Bataan and the low hills of 
Corregidor. The soldier's uniform and 
field equipment are remarkably accurate 
and complete. The Japanese-language 
legend reads COMMEMORATING THE 
EXPEDITION TO THE PHILIPPINES ERA 
2602 YEAR (2602 corresponds to the 
year 1942). 

The reverse shows crossed coconut 
palms and the four-star Southern Cross 
constellation. The legend is a poem 
written by Homma in characters no 
longer in general use. Felix Bertalanffy's 
translation is "If I were permitted to 
think; as I awake in the shade of a 
tree; I am thinking of friends in the 
jungle. Masaham." Another transla- 
tion: "In such a situation, it should be 
forgiven. In the jungle, beyond the 
shade of a tree, disappeared friends. 

This should be called to mind. Masaham." 

The medal is seldom offered for sale. 
Research reveals that in the last 20 
years approximately 120 medals were 
handled by dealers who specialize in 
Philippine material, most of these by 
Aldo Basso of Manila. Some 25 medals 
have been located in the possession of 
collectors; several reside in Japanese 
museums. Two die varieties exist with 
clear differences on both obverse and 
reverse. It is possible that both 
varieties were used in the original 
striking by Zamora, or that one die 
was used later to make restrikes. 

Fields on medals struck from each die 
show small bubbles, which could be a 
result of rusty die surfaces (one variety 
may be a deliberate counterfeit). Cast 
counterfeits also exist. Considering the 
small quantity originally made and the 
probable loss of most on the battle- 
field, it seems reasonable to conclude 
that the medal now is quite scarce. A 
full report about the Homma medal 
and an example of the piece reside 
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at the MacArthur Memorial in Nor- 
folk Virginia. 

MacAntJ7UR's RetuRN 

The Allies returned to the Philip- 
pines in October 1944, landing at 
Leyte Gulf, followed by an assault in 
January 1945 at Lingayen Gulf. On 
January 27 the Philippine Common- 
wealth government was re-established 
in Manila — MacArthur's promise, '"I 
shall return," had been kept. Cor- 
regidor, after an 11 -day assault, fell on 
March 1, with all but 20 of the 5,200 
Japanese defenders killed. General 
Tomoyuki Yamashita, commander of 
the Japanese forces in the Philippines, 
withdrew to the mountainous area 
north of Manila and bitter fighting 
continued. The Luzon campaign was 
long and bloody — 8,300 Americans, 
1,100 Filipino guerrillas and 205,000 
Japanese were killed. 

Manila, the "Pearl of the Orient," 
was virtually destroyed. A Japanese 
naval -base defense force under Rear 
Admiral Iwabuchi had defended the 
city to the death, contrary to General 
Yamashita's orders, resulting in the 
rape, torture and murder of thousands 
of Manila's citizens. 

MacArthur, as Supreme Allied Com- 
mander in Japan, presided over the for- 
mal Japanese surrender at Tokyo Bay 
on September 2, 1945. General Wain- 
wright stood at his side. Later that 
month. General Homma was arrested 
in Tokyo, subsequently tried for war 
crimes and sentenced to die. Homma 
accepted his fate calmly and is quoted 
as saying, "I think of MacArthur as a 
good soldier and a good political ad- 
ministrator. I am quite satisfied to 
have fought against him for my 
honor."2 

A S€NSG Of tl7e Past 

The Japanese did not issue an official 
medal for the Philippine campaign; 
however, the United States Armed 
Forces authorized the Philippine 
Defense Ribbon for those who served 
from December 1941 to June 1942. 

The Philippine Commonwealth Con- 
gress at its first session authorized the 
mintage of coins to honor MacArthur 


as "Defender and Liberator," resulting 
in 1947 in the first coins issued by the 
Republic of the Philippines. In 1980 
the Philippines issued a silver 25-piso 
piece and a gold 2,500-piso coin com- 
memorating the 100th anniversary of 
Mac Arthur's birth. The obverse fea- 
tures MacArthur wading ashore at 
Leyte Gulf; the reverse carries a bust 
of the General, complete with his in- 
imitable corn-cob pipe. Philippine 
coins of 1967 and 1982 commemorate 
the 25th and 40th anniversary of 
Bataan-Corregidor. 

Bataan Peninsula reverted to its pre- 
war state — quiet, remote, primitive and 
sparsely populated. The jungle soon 
erased most signs of conflict. Correg- 
idor, battered by two major assaults, 
became a Philippine memorial. Gone 
are the well-kept barracks and lawns of 
the pre-war U.S. Army post. Instead, 
lush tropical undergrowth veils the 
shattered concrete and twisted steel of 
silent gun emplacements. Malinta Tunnel 
is stark and bare. The noise, smell and 
dust of war has faded, but a clear per- 
ception of suffering and death remains. 

A simple sign stands near one gun 
emplacement — MAY THE SOULS OF 
THE UNKNOWN SOLDIERS OF THE 
PHILIPPINES, THE UNITED STATES AND 
JAPAN REST IN PEACE. Perhaps this 
theme — reconciliation — should be re- 
garded as the lasting message and 
present-day meaning of the Homma 
medal. Persons fortunate enough to 
possess one of these overstruck Philip- 
pine coins hold one of the most 
unique physical remembrances of the 
Pacific war. 
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NOTES 

1. The casualties suffered by the Luzon force in the final offensive are not known. It is 
believed that thousands escaped the area, and it is known that several thousand remained in 
hospitals on Bataan. Of the remaining prisoners, an estimated six or seven hundred 
Americans and five to ten thousand Filipinos died of starvation or sickness or were killed by 
the Japanese in April during a forced 65-mile march to a POW camp at Camp O'Donnell. 
Thousands more also died at the camp in the following several months. Homma's responsi- 
bility for these atrocities was the principal focus of his war-crimes trial in 1945. 

2. Following General Homma's arrest in September, the Japanese government, at 
MacArthur's request, stripped him of his uniform, rank and honors. By December 8 Homma 
was imprisoned at Los Banos, south of Manila, awaiting trial by a United States military 
commission consisting of one Filipino and four American generals. The charges against 
Homma included failure to accept the surrender of Corregidor, responsibility for the Bataan 
Death March, a pattern of mistreatment of prisoners in POW camps, and other offenses. 

As expected, the Commission determined that Homma had command responsibility and 
criminal liability for the brutalities committed by his subordinates. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to death by hanging. 

Homma's second wife, Fujika, together with the defense counsel, called afterward on 
MacArthur to thank him for consideration given her in the Philippines and to ask that he 
review the trial record carefully. MacArthur approved the commission's finding of guilty but 
ordered that Homma be given a more honorable execution. He was shot by firing squad on 
April 3, 1946, at Los Banos. 
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hough barely into their second decade as collectibles, 
silver art bars have endured a stormy history un- 
paralleled by any other form of exonumia. Originally 
designed as a marketing tool of the silver industry, 
art bars rose in popularity to ''fad'' levels, waned 
with rising silver prices, died in the "silver rush" of 
1980, and slowly re-emerged as market conditions 
once again made their production and collection 
feasible. 

Commonly associated with either medallic art or 
bullion bars, the limited-edition art bar incorporates 
the primary characteristics of both. Medallic art is, 
of course, artistic in nature and of limited edition,' 
but generally is not restricted to any particular 
weight or fineness. Conversely, bullion bars possess 
specific weight and fineness but are not of limited 
edition, and little or no attempt is made to improve 
their attractiveness through artistic design. 

A silver art bar, then, may be defined as an ingot 
that has a standard weight, is artistic in nature and 
usually is of limited edition. Although variations in 
weight and fineness have occurred, the standard art 
bar contains one ounce of .999 fine silver. 

The Early Years 

Silver art bars owe their conception to the govern- 
ment's decision in 1964 to take the United States off 
the silver standard. With silver prices floating in the 
world market and citizens permitted to own the 
metal in its raw form, silver producers sought ways 
to promote public interest and ownership. 

Early records are sketchy at best, but it is gen- 
erally acknowledged that the first art bars were pro- 
duced by Foster and Company of Walla Walla, 
Washington. In 1968 they released a six-bar set of 
3-ounce .999 silver ingots, each picturing a different 
western silver mine. They followed with a similar 
set in 1969 and in so doing produced a hobby classic, 
"The Eagle's Nest." The six pieces in this set varied 
in weight from one-quarter ounce to ten ounces and 
featured eagles in various poses. The set incorporated 
round, square, rectangular and octagonal shapes and 
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was displayed in a velvet-lined presen- 
tation case. 

With the advent of the '70s, other 
private mints started getting into the 
act. In 1970 and 1971 both the Wash- 
ington and Kennedy Mints produced 
bars featuring political leaders, and the 
first "holiday" ingot was released— a 
25th anniversary bar. Foster and Com- 
pany continued with its western min- 
ing themes, and the Franklin Mint, 
known primarily for its sterling 
medals, produced several sets of 500- 
and 1,000-grain ingots. Like a huge 
juggernaut, the popularity of silver art 
bars picked up speed. 


The Boom Years 

In 1972 Fiarry Foreman, a well- 
known Philadelphia coin dealer, opened 
a subsidiary operation known as the 
Madison Mint. Initially, the mint's of- 
ferings were similar to those of the 
Washington and Kennedy Mints, but 
mid-year it released a number of trans- 
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In 1969 Foster and Company of 
Walla Walla, Washington, produced 
a classic set of art bars called '‘The 
Eagles Nest.” The six-piece set com- 
prised a variety of shapes (round, 
square, rectangular and octagonal) 
and weights (one-quarter ounce to 
ten ounces).

portation-oriented art bars depicting 
antique cars, trains, a fire engine and a 
ship. Harbinger of things to come, this 
high-quality set displayed intricate 
detail and proof surfaces, and proved to 
be a highly popular gift. 

Seemingly out of nowhere, thou- 
sands of collectors began to clamor for 
silver art bars, and, as is often the 
case, dozens of commercial interests 
sprang up to meet the demand. Soon, 
the names of private mints, such as 
Mount Everest Mint, World Wide Mint 
and the United States Silver Corpora- 
tion, were well known among hobby- 
ists. Joining them on a smaller scale 
were numerous marketing agencies, 
notably Silver Creations Ltd., E.J. Aleo 
Associates and World Wide Coin In- 
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The Kennedy Mint released the first 
“holiday” ingot, a 20-gram 25th an- 
niversary bar, in 1971. 


vestments. These agencies, lacking 
minting facilities of their own, com- 
missioned bars to be struck by major 
private mints and then took responsi- 
bility for advertising and retail sales. 

The art bar market was competitive, 
but it was still a large pie with plenty 
of pieces to go around. Art bars were 
the ''in" thing, and everyone seemed 
to be buying them. Records of 1973-74 
bear this out, as "limited" editions 
of 10,000-20,000 were common,- an 
issue of only 1,000 was an extremely 
rare occurrence. 

Although faddish, the appeal of art 
bars was influenced by factors con- 
siderably more far-reaching than those 
of the hula hoop or Rubik's Cube. In 
1973 President Nixon allowed the 
dollar to "float" on the world market, 
and it immediately dropped 25 percent 
in value. Later in the year, the Arab- 
Israeli October War caused the first oil 
embargo and American energy crisis. 
These factors generated a mild panic, 
and many financial advisors espoused 
gold and silver specie as a hedge 
against inflation. At the same time, 
many numismatists were looking for 
collecting alternatives, complaining 
that U.S. coinage was static, dull and 
often expensive. 

Art bars seemed to fill the bill per- 
fectly — they were silver, artistic and 
eminently affordable. In the beginning, 


pieces with a mintage of 10,000 or 
more sold for $3 to $4 each, and 
limited editions seldom exceeded $10 
each. The variety of art bars was 
limited only by the producers' imagi- 
nations, and the number of new edi- 
tions multiplied. Advertisements for 
art bars filled the pages of numismatic 
trade journals as well as many national 
non-numismatic publications. 

By 1974 art bar collecting was well 
established as a hobby, and, after a 
time, particular bars were very much 
in demand. Animals were (and are) a 
popular subject, and two of the year's 
rising stars were limited-edition (999) 
pieces depicting grizzly bears. The first 
was the so-called "Smoky Mountain 
Ingot," a 20-gram bar struck in 1971 
by the Kennedy Mint, and the second, 
"Save the Grizzly," was a one-ounce 
"pilot" bar released by the United 
States Silver Corporation as part of its 



In mid- 197 2 the Madison Mint of 
Philadelphia issued a series of 
transportation-oriented art bars 
depicting antique cars, trains, a fire 
engine and a ship.

^'Nearing Extinction" series. A twelve- 
bar set of the latter proved so popular 
that mintage of subsequent issues rose 
to 2,000 to meet public demand. 

Both "bear" issues soon traded at the 
$100 level, the popularity of the "Save 
the Grizzly" issue no doubt influenced 
by collectors competing with one 
another to acquire an entire series. 
However, perhaps the most graphic ex- 
ample of art bar popularity is provided 
by the Franklin Mint's first Christmas 
ingot, issued in 1970. Entitled "The 
Skaters," this 1,000-grain sterling ingot 
had a mintage of more than 27,000 yet 
commanded as much as $140! While 
this mintage is low by Franklin Mint 
standards, a demand of that magnitude is 
hard to fathom. Truly, 1973 and 1974 
were boom years in art bar collecting. 

The Late '70s 

The boom years created a solid core 
of dedicated collectors, but by the mid- 
to late- 1970s many less-avid collectors 
fell by the wayside. Waning interest 
was due, in part, to a reversal of the 
conditions that originally created the 
boom. The oil embargo was over, and 
the public had adjusted to the higher 
cost of transportation and utilities. 




Also, the relative affordability of art 
bars had changed. Very few inexpen- 
sive issues with mintages of 10,000 or 
more were released. The spot price of 
silver had risen only about $2 per 
ounce, while art bar prices doubled and 
tripled. The great number of buyers 
who sought "prettier" silver at a slight 
premium diminished substantially. 

In effect, the fledgling hobby ran 
before it learned to crawl. To their 
credit, the private mints that de- 
manded higher prices did put more 
time and effort into die preparation 
and striking processes. The average art 
bar of 1975-76 was of much better 
quality than its 1973 predecessor. Un- 
fortunately, however, the mints mis- 
interpreted the motivations and dura- 
tion of the boom. Many overextended 
themselves by buying new equipment 
in anticipation of an ever-expanding 
market and could not cope with the 
sudden drop in interest. Several mints 
filed for bankruptcy, and numerous 
marketing agencies disappeared from 
the scene, some failing to take ship- 
ment of ordered editions. 

Also complicated by the boom was 
record keeping. Thousands of different 
issues were released by a variety of 
mints and agencies, and identifying 
and recording them became a monu- 
mental task. Several attempts were 
made to produce catalogs in 1974 and 
1975, but many bars (and mints) were 
omitted or misattributed. 

Several factors contributed to the 
confusion. Many private mints were 
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interested solely in production and 
profit, and consequently mintage 
records frequently were incomplete or 
nonexistent. A great number of pieces 
were attributed the maximum adver- 
tised mintage, even though far less 
ultimately were struck and sold. In 
other cases, even the advertised mint- 
age figure has been lost. Even worse 
was the attribution of "'special cus- 
tomer issues," which were struck for 
marketing agencies, local groups and 
private individuals. Virtually all the 
mints were adamant about preserving 
the anonymity of their customers. The 
resultant confusion only added to the 
hobby's problems. 

The mid-and late- 1970s were golden 
years for the dedicated hobbyists who 
viewed art bars as interesting and 
valuable collectibles. New issues still 
were released with some regularity, 
and, although prices did not drop, the 
mintages of limited editions did. 
Whereas 5,000 was the average mint- 
age of art bars in 1973-74, a mintage of 
500 or less was the norm for the late- 
'70s. The hobby had lost the casual 
collector, but those remaining were 
willing to pay a higher premium for 
quality collectibles. 

Several organizations for art bar 
collectors, notably Barkeepers and 
USA-BC, were formed and flourished, 
bringing collectors together by pro- 
viding a communications network and 
information clearinghouse. A few art 
bar dealers also published newsletters 
that featured informative articles and 
news as well as retail offerings. In this 
more stable environment, record-keepers 
found it easier to keep track of current 
issues and to finally attribute many of 
the earlier pieces. By 1979 more than 
4,000 different art bars were identified 
and attributed to a mint or marketing 
agency. The handful of researchers 
could not have accomplished this feat 
without the assistance of collectors na- 
tionwide who shared their information. 

The culmination of this effort was 
the 1979 publication of An Indexed 
Guidebook of Silver Art Bars, by far 
the most comprehensive reference to 
date. Comprising more than 300 pages, 
it listed some 4,400 bars, with illustra- 
tions numbering more than 2,700. 


Mintages, when available, were given 
for every issue, and a listing of market 
values served as a price guide for 
dealers and collectors alike. The long- 
awaited catalog was well received and 
would have done much to further the 
hobby had it not been for the storm 
clouds on the horizon. 

The Dark figes 

Although the demand for silver 
created the art bar hobby, extreme de- 
mand nearly killed it. By 1979 the 
world's political/economic situation 
was again unstable. The double-digit 
inflation of the Carter administration, 
coupled with the Iranian hostage crisis 
and steadily increasing OPEC oil 
prices, had driven the dollar to an all- 
time low. 

America was sitting on an economic 
powder keg, and when Texas million- 
aires Herbert and Nelson Bunker Hunt 
attempted to comer the silver market, 
the fuse was lit. The prices of gold and 
silver had risen in response to the 
dollar's weakening, but when the 
Hunts continued their massive orders 
for silver, prices skyrocketed, with 
silver peaking at $50 an ounce! 

As prices spiraled, Americans 
hurried to sell their precious-metal 
holdings — coins, bars, jewelry, house- 
hold silver and even gold teeth. Coin 
dealers and bullion exchanges reported 
lines of eager sellers stretching out the 
doors and into the streets. Fortunes 
were made and lost as the "junk" 
silver and gold made their way to the 
melting pots. Eventually, the govern- 
ment stepped in to stop the mn, and 
the spot prices of gold and silver 
dropped almost as quickly as they had 
risen. Although many profited from 
the mn, it left many victims in its 
wake — namely the Hunts and the 
silver art bar hobby. 

The effect of the mn on art bars was 
devastating. The collectible value of 95 
percent of all art bars was quickly out- 
stripped by their metal value, and the 
temptation for instant riches was too 
much for most collectors. Many collec- 
tions were sold, and rare art bars were 
melted right along with their more 
common counterparts. 

In one fell swoop, the hobby was

cast into the Dark Ages. No one was 
buying, and no new issues were of- 
fered. With nothing to report and no 
advertisements for new products, the 
newsletters stopped and the national 
clubs for art bar collectors folded. 

Those who sold their collections ir- 
revocably left the hobby, and the com- 
munication links between those who 
remained were broken. Although silver 
prices eventually returned to more 
reasonable levels and a few limited- 
edition bars were released, such offer- 
ings were known only to a few. The 
cohesiveness that had taken so long to 
develop was gone. 

The Rebirth of the Hobby 

This might well have been the end 
of the story had it not been for the one 
factor that started the hobby in the 
first place — the combination of art and 
silver was appealing to many collec- 
tors. Today, silver art bar collecting is 
well on its way to recovery. 

A key to this redevelopment is the 
recently formed International Associa- 
tion of Silver Art Collectors (lASAC), 
which has re-opened the lines of com- 


munication between collectors through 
its newsletter. The Silver Bugle. The 
LASAC conducted its first annual con- 
vention in Las Vegas in August 1985 
and issued a limited-edition bar to 
commemorate the event. Members of 
the association are working on a new 
edition of An Indexed Guidebook of 
Silver Art Bars, which will provide up- 
dated market values and information 
about bars issued since 1979. 

The I AS AC also provides informa- 
tion to collectors of silver ''rounds,'' 
which have become popular in recent 
years and rival the collection of rec- 
tangles in the field of silver art. A 
publication cataloging rounds is slated 
to appear on the market in the near 
future and will do much to organize 
that facet of the hobby. 

The International Association of 
Silver Art Collectors (ANA #129239) 
currently is the only nonprofit organi- 
zation serving collectors of silver art 
bars and rounds. Additional informa- 
tion about the group can be obtained 
by writing to lASAC, P.O. Box 3314, 
Rockford, IL 61106-0314. 

Happily, market conditions once 
again are right for silver art bars. Silver 
is inexpensive, and far more new 
issues are offered now than in past 
years. There are limited editions for 
the serious collector and less expensive 
issues for those who simply want to 
own silver art for its beauty alone. In 
the long run, even though the hobby 
may again see stormy days, it is this 
mystique— the blending of art and 
silver — that guarantees this new form 
of exonumia will remain for years 
to come. 
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The Philadelphia firm of 
Morgan and Orr manufac- 
tured coin presses for the 
Lima Mint, patterned after 
presses made for the Phila- 
delphia and San Francisco 
mints. 



The coin collection of the Smithson- 
ian Institution in Washington, D.C., 
contains a rare set of coins important 
to the numismatic history of both the 
United States and Peru— Peruvian pat- 
tern coins of 1855. The first set of 
coins produced in a U.S. mint for a 
foreign government, these pieces ap- 
peared almost 20 years before the 
Enabling Act of January 19, 1874, 
which formally permitted the manufac- 
ture of foreign coins in U.S. mints. ^ 
Following its successful revolution 
against Spain, Peru continued to 
employ the same monetary system it 
had used in colonial times. ^ The pat- 
tern set of 1855 marked the first defin- 
itive step in the long process of con- 
version to a decimal monetary system, 
a transition made more complex in 
Peru than in many countries because 
of the country's financial and political 
problems. 


M oneda Fcblc Undermines 
the Economy 

The Peruvian law of February 14, 
1863, calling for the issuance of cop 


per, silver and gold coins based upon 
the decimal system, marked the end of 
a long transition from a system of 
coinage based on the old maravedis 
denomination, which had been used in 
Peru since colonial times. Intended to 
modernize the monetary system, the 
law also was directed at a much more 
fundamental economic problem — the 
continuing circulation of coins lower 
in weight and/or fineness [moneda 
feble] than required by existing law. 
After 1830 Bolivia was the primary 
source of moneda feble in Peru, despite 
repeated negotiations and agreements 
banning such coins. 

Peru's concern about the continuing 
emission of moneda feble intensified 
throughout the 1850s. In September 
1851 a Peruvian house of deputies 
commission, charged with proposing 
means of retiring the moneda feble, 
presented a plan.^ The commission, 
composed of Don Jose Manuel Tirado, 
Don Pablo Valdvieso and Don Ambro- 
sio Alegre, reaffirmed that all silver 
coins minted in the Republic of Peru 
should retain the traditional fineness 
(10 dineros, 20 grains) and that the pat- 
tern, seal, inscription and type should 
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be the same as those found on coins in 
circulation. The commission suggested 
that weight and size of the coins be 
modified, and proposed a unit of silver 
termed ''peso duro," to be divided into 
100 units called "centesimos." A 5-cen- 
tesimo piece would be the "medios 
decimos"; 10 centesimos, "decimos"; 

20 centesimos, "two decimos"; and 50 
centesimos, "medio duro." The pro- 
posed gold coin — the "inca" (equal to 
20 pesos) — was to be of "at least 21 
carets." The proposal marked the be- 
ginnings of a Peruvian decimal mone- 
tary system. However, after some 
debate, no action was taken on the 
commission's plan. 

Peruvian interest in a decimal 
coinage may have been stimulated by a 
Chilean law of January 9, 1851, which 
provided for gold and silver coins of 
.900 fineness.^ (Conversion to a deci- 
mal coinage in Chile was not compli- 
cated by the circulating moneda feble.) 
Chile's basic silver coin authorized in 
1851 was the peso, weighing 25 grams, 
with coins of 5, 10, 20 and 50 centavos 
in proportionate weights. The gold 
coins were issued in 2-, 5- and 10-peso 
denominations, and pure copper 1 and 


V 2 centavos also were authorized. 

The ancestry of these coins can 
readily be traced to the "old" French 
franc, which originally was adopted as 
a coin of record and first minted in 
1803 (the 5-franc piece minted in 1796 
was of .900 fineness and 25g weight, a 
standard partially based on earlier 
French coinage and later used as part 
of the conversion to a metric system 
following the French Revolution). ^ A 
similar standard was adopted in 
Belgium in 1833, Colombia in 1846, 
Switzerland in 1850 and Chile in 1851. 

In evidence during this period was 
the effect on the Lima Mint of an 1847 
law, which both rebated and reduced 
taxes on the export of silver bullion, 
making the sale of silver to the mint 
less profitable than exportation. Coin- 
age production in 1851 at the Lima 
Mint was but a fraction of what it had 
been 10 years earlier, and by 1853 its 
machinery, through lack of use, had 
fallen into a state of disrepair. 

By 1852 there was an obvious short- 
age of "good" coins in Peru, although 
the amount of Bolivian moneda feble 
continued to grow, becoming a contrib- 
uting cause of a war between Bolivia 
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and Peru, which in turn led to a revolt 
against Peruvian President Rufino Eche- 
nique. Orchestrated by former presi- 
dent Ramon Castilla, the revolution 
was caused as much by corruption in 
Echenique's government as by his fail- 
ure as a leader in the war against Bolivia. 

In this time of political crisis, the 
Peruvian congress of 1853 continued to 
work on the country's monetary prob- 
lems. Two commissions were formed, 
one (consisting of Sehores Salcedo and 
Seoane) to examine the monetary sys- 
tem, another (Sehores Ureta and Freyre) 
to address the moneda feble problem. 
The initial proposal submitted to the 
Peruvian senate provided for a decimal 
system almost identical to that author- 
ized by the Chilean law of 1851.^ 

Four gold coins of .900 fineness were 
prescribed: the "vicuna," with a 
weight of 611.08gr; "medio vicuna," 
305.54gr; "doblon," 152.77gr; and the 
"escudo," 71.18gr. Five silver coins of 
.900 fineness were to be utilized: the 
"peso duro," with a weight of 500.77gr 
(25g); "medio peso," 12.5g; "peseta," 

5g; "dinero," 2.5gm; and the "medio 
dinero," 1.25gm. The vicuna's value 
was to equal 20 pesos, the peso itself 
to be subdivided into 100 centesimos, 
with smaller silver coins inscribed 
with their value in centesimos and the 
largest silver coin bearing UN PESO. 
Provision also was made for a 1-centes- 
imo coin of pure copper, the obverse of 
which would depict a sunface together 
with REPUBLICA PERUANA in exergue; 
the reverse was to carry the denomina- 
tion UN CENTESIMO, with the mint 
name above and date below. 

Discussion of the coinage proposal 
was continued in the Peruvian cham- 
ber of deputies on September 28."^® 

The largest gold coin was renamed 
"sol," the medio vicuna was renamed 
"inca" and an additional copper coin, 
the "medio centesimo," was added. 
Although the coins were approved in 
the chamber of deputies, no record yet 
has been found to suggest that the con- 
sideration of the congress ever became 
law. However, with the exception of 
the name of the gold coins, the propos- 
al became the basis for the pattern 
coins that appeared two years later. 

The commission on moneda feble. 


noting that Peruvian-Bolivian balance 
of payments favored Peru at the rate of 
approximately 600,000-700,000 pesos 
annually, estimated that moneda feble 
was being introduced into the Peruvian 
economy at about the same rate.^ The 
commission also estimated that con- 
version to a new coinage would cost 
2,000,000 pesos. 

On November 19, 1853, the Peruvian 
congress passed a law authorizing the 
retirement of Bolivian moneda feble 
from circulation in the manner, form, 
time and place that the country's exec- 
utive judged most convenient.^® The 
government promised to exchange mo- 
neda feble at face value, offering three- 
fourths of that value in national coins 
and one-fourth in bills of public credit. 

The fourth article of the November 
19 law contained an unusual feature. 

In case it proved impossible to obtain 
sufficient silver to convert the existing 
coins, or was not possible to extract 
the excess copper from the moneda 
feble, or if the melted moneda feble 
could not be sold, provisional coins of 
8 dineros fineness, weighing 676.04gr 
each, were to be issued. This standard 
would give the coins a value corre- 
sponding to a peso of .900 fineness, 
thereby yielding some consistency 
with the current considerations of the 
coinage system. The November 19 law 
also authorized a loan to be made in 
Europe. However, when the loan was 
finalized and 2,000,000 pesos in gold 
arrived in Peru, the revolt in the 
southern part of the country was un- 
derway. Thus, the intent of the law 
was not fulfilled and a significant op- 
portunity was lost. 

T he North American 
Connection 

In 1853 the Peruvian Institute of 
Civil Engineers (Instituto de Injenieros 
Civiles) inspected the machinery of the 
Lima Mint and apparently recommend- 
ed either its very careful repair or pro- 
curement of new equipment from 
Europe. 

However, the decision was made to 
obtain the machinery from the United 
States, as is confirmed in a note of 
December 14, 1853, in which Jose de 
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The Peruvian gold pattern coins of 1855 
were struck in denominations of 2, 5, 10 
and 20 pesos. The obverse shows the coun- 
try’s coat of arms. 

Mendiburu, minister of the hacienda, 
transmitted President Castilla's order 
authorizing the purchase of silver bul- 
lion, intended to be minted into coins 
to complete the sum that was to be 
delivered to the United States. 

Through its agent, George Rumrill, 
engineer of the Lima Mint, the Peru- 
vian government ordered the machin- 
ery from the Philadelphia firm of 
Morgan and Orr.^^ 

To manufacture coin presses for the 
Lima Mint, Morgan and Orr requested 
the use of machinery patterns from the 
U.S. Mint on August 11, 1854. The 
new equipment was to be identical to 
presses made earlier for use in Phila- 
delphia and San Francisco. On August 
14 James Guthrie, secretary of the U.S. 
Treasury, gave his approval of the plan 
to J. Ross Snowden, director of the 
Mint. Rumrill subsequently wrote to 
Snowden: 


Phila. June 16, 1855 
Hon. J.R. Snowden, 

Dear Sir, 

Having had constructed all the ma- 
chinery for the Mint for the Peruvian 
Government from the patterns of the 
United States Mint in this City, 
which patterns I obtained through 
your goodness and that of the Hon. 
Secretary of the Treasury, I now beg 
leave to encroach once more upon 
your kindness for permission to have 
a set of coins struck as proofs to take 
with me to Peru, as the machinery 
which is to serve that Government is 
finished and shipped, consequently 
there is no machinery appropriate ex- 
cept that in the United States Mint 
for the purpose. 

Reason for my having advanced so 
far as to tax your generosity a second 
time and which favor I trust will be 
duly appreciated by the Peruvian 
Government as well as by your obt 
servt. 

George Rumrill, 
Engr. of Peruvian Mint 

Snowden then wrote to Guthrie: 

Sir: 

I enclose a letter from Mr. Rumrill 
to which I have to invite your atten- 
tion. In order to strike the coins the 
working dies will have to be prepared 
at the Mint. This will take some 
time and labor but I learn from the 
Engraver that it can be done without 
interfering with the business of his 
department; the striking can readily 
be performed without interrupting 
the usual operation of coining. 

It would be well to oblige the agent 
of the Peruvian government in this 
matter. If you approve of the request 
I would suggest that the time occu- 
pied in the works would be deducted 
from the Mint pay rolls, and paid for 
by Mr. Rumrill. The preparation of 
the dies will require the service of 
two workmen say seven days. The 
striking of the coins can be done in a 
few hours. 

Mr. Rumrill proposes to present to 
the Mint Cabinet a full set of the 
coins in question.

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I\ruvian Patterns 

On June 18, 1855, Secretary Guthrie 
approved Rumriirs request, and in late 
1855 the Philadelphia Mint struck for 
Peru 1 1 pattern coins in gold, silver 
and copper. The gold and silver pieces 
were .900 fine, rather than .903 fine (10 
dineros, 20 grains), the traditional pro- 
portion that had been reaffirmed in a 
decree of June 2, 1855.^^ Gold pieces 
were struck in denominations of 2, 5, 

10 and 20 pesos. The basic silver coin 
was the 25g peso, with subsidiary coins 
of 5, 10, 20 and 50 centimos. Copper Vi- 
and 1-centimo pieces completed the set. 

The similarity is obvious between 
the 1855 Peruvian pattern coins, Peru- 
vian coins prescribed in 1853, the 
Chilean coinage specified in 1851 and 
earlier French coinage. Accordingly, 
the monetary system exemplified by 
the 1855 pattern coins became the 
basis of the Pemvian metric system as 
ultimately adopted in 1863. 

The die engraver of the 1855 pattern 
coins is not known. The silver coins 
are similar in design to the Peruvian 
8 reales then in circulation. Although 
the obverse of the gold pieces is suni- 
lar to the previous design, the reverse 
bears a figure of Liberty that differs 
notably from earlier coinage. An 1859 
inventory from the Lima Mint en- 
graver's office contains an additional 
reference to this coinage, listing the 
"matrices engraved in the United 
States for gold and silver coins," which

were the source of the dies used to 
make the 50 centimos and the Vi real 
of 1858.16 

The 1855 Vi- and 1-centimo coins 
are of particular interest because of the 
implicit proposal for their introduction 
into the circulating coinage of Peru. 
Although similar coins were used in 
Chile for 20 years, copper coins had 
not been used in Peru since the days 
of the war of independence from Spain 
in the early 1820s. At that time, cop- 
per coins used as necessity pieces were 
rejected by the populace, who were ac- 
customed to using the silver "cuartil- 
los" (1/4 real) for small change. Thus, 
the cuartillo denomination was contin- 
ued into the republican era. 

The silver cuartillos produced from 
1826 until 1856 bear eloquent testi- 
mony to the fact that techniques 
available at that time did not success- 
fully permit the manufacture of silver 
coins of both acceptable weight and 
such small value. Copper coinage thus 
was proposed to meet this need, but 
its acceptance by the people was an 
open-ended question. 

Today the Peruvian pattern coins of 
1855 are very scarce to extremely rare, 
especially the gold pieces. According to 
Craig, less than six sets of the copper 
and silver coins are known. A com- 
plete set of copper, silver and gold 
pieces, originally presented to the Phil- 
adelphia Mint, now resides in the 
Smithsonian Institution, while the 
present location of another complete 
set is unknown to the author. Individ- 
ual coins of the set rarely appear on 
the market, and currently it is believed 
impossible to assemble a complete set 
by acquiring individual pieces.

Proofs Mark Royal Visit 

A set of nine commemorative crowns, 
struck in 22kt gold and sterling silver by 
the British Royd Mint, celebrates the Oc- 
tober 1985 visit to the Caribbean by 
Queen Elizabeth II. The collection offers 
all five variations of the new Raphael 
Maklouf portrait of the Queen — both 
couped and uncouped forms — three of 
which appear on coins for the first time. 

All the 38.6mm coins carry a denomi- 
nation of $10, except the $25 pieces for 
Belize and Barbados. The gold proof 
weighs 47. 5g; silver proof, 28.3g. Each re- 
verse design bears the coat-of-arms of the 
respective country or state visited by Her 
Majesty during the tour aboard the royal 
yacht, HMS Britannia — Antigua/Barbuda, 
Bahamas, Barbados, Belize, Dominica, 
Grenada, St. Christopher/Nevis, St. Lucia 
and St. Vincent. 

Mintage is limited to 250 of each gold 
proof and 5,000 of each silver proof. Coins 
are available individually, as a set of all 
nine pieces or as a five-coin set depicting 
each of MaklouEs five different obverse 
portraits. (Five-coin sets may be assembled 
by ordering the Bahamas, Barbados and 


Belize pieces, together with either the 
Dominica, Grenada or Antigua/Barbuda 
coins, each of which carry the fourth por- 
trait, and either the St. Christopher/Nevis, 
St. Lucia or St. Vincent pieces, which bear 
the fifth portrait). 

Individual silver proofs are priced at 
US$36 each; gold proof, $930; five-portrait 
silver set, $170; five-portrait gold set, 
$4,450; nine-coin sHver set, $294; and 
nine-coin gold set, $7,570. Orders and in- 
quiries should be directed to the British 
Royal Mint. 



ISLE OF MAN 

Airmail Service Commemorated 

To commemorate 1985 as the 50th an- 
niversary of official airmail service to and 
from the Isle of Man, the 1985 Christmas 
double crown has been struck with an 
aeronautical design. The coin's reverse, 
designed by Leslie Lindsay, depicts the 
December 1935 arrival of a de Havilland 
Dragon DH84 airplane, which carried the 
first Christmas airmail from the British 
mainland. The plane is shown unloading 
mailbags at Ronalds way Airport. Raphael 
MaklouFs portrait of Queen Elizabeth ap- 
pears on the obverse. 

The heptagonal 50-pence piece is stmck 
in platinum, 22kt gold, sterling silver and 
copper-nickel in mintages of 50, 250, 
5,000 and 30,000, respectively. Additional

Samuel Clemens (a.k.a. Mark Twain) is 
depicted on a free-standing medal created 
by Russian sculptor Alex Shagin, who now 
works in the United States. The 69.8 x 
95.2mm piece, which contains 16 ounces 
of bronze and sells for $75 postpaid, shows 
on one side a bust of Twain against a pick- 
et fence, while the reverse depicts Tom 
Sa^vyer painting the back of the fence. 

Shagin, who 20 years ago in his native 
Russia read Twain's classics, now spe- 
cializes in free-standing commemorative 
medals, having created many pieces to 
honor champions of free thought, includ- 
ing Schcharansky, Walesa, Saldiarov, Ein- 
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stein, Freud and Chagall. Shagin cx)mpleted 
his own quest for freedom when he came 
to the United States in 1979. He notes, 
''It's funny they let us read Mark Twain 
in Russia. The government believed that 
books like Huckleberry Finn and Tom 
Sawyer showed Russian people the evil 
of slavery in America. I couldn't believe 
that the Kremlin missed the message of 
freedom that Twain was shouting to the 
world. It only made me want to come to 
the United States that much more."

RCP Offers Bonus Half Pennies 


While on a recent trip to England, 
Scotland, Wales and the Republic of Ire- 
land, an interesting numismatic thought 
occurred to me. Since the half penny 
was withdrawn as legal tender in Brit- 
ain in 1984, why not collect English and 
Irish half pennies and offer them in 
'"complete" decimal coinage sets as bo- 
nuses at various stages of the Roman 
Coin Project? 

The half penny, first struck by Ed- 
ward I (1207-1307), was continuously 
minted by each succeeding British ruler 
until 1984, when Elizabeth II decreed 
its demise. In the very late 1970s and 
early '80s, products no longer were priced 
to the half penny and merchants did not 
even leave a cubicle for them in their 
cash registers. Practically worthless 
from a monetary point of view, their 
withdrawal as legal currency was a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Yet the half penny is far from a dull 
and uninteresting coin to be passed over 
lightly and then forgotten. Its attribu- 
tion results in a fascinating study that 
is, in all of its ramifications, unknown 
to most Americans. 

The obverse of the English half pen- 
ny carries a right-facing bust of Eliza- 
beth II, with the legend D.G.REG.F.D. 
(DEI GRATIA REGINA FIDEI DEFENSOR) 
/ 1982 / ELIZABETH H. DEI GRATIA. DEI 
GRATIA ("by the Grace of God") de- 
notes the "divine right of kings" by 
which monarchs have ruled for centur- 
ies. REGINA FIDEI DEFENSOR signifies 
"Defender of the Faith," the most cher- 
ished of all the many titles held by Eng- 
lish monarchs. The story of how the ti- 
tle was acquired by Henry VIII, who 


reigned from 1509-1547, is fascinating, 
j Martin Luther's controversial writ- 
I ings, uncovering some of the malprac- 
tices of the Catholic Church, were of- 
, fensive to Henry. In particular, Henry 
I objected to Luther's posting of his 95 
I Theses, which protested the prevalent 
; abuse of church indulgences, on the 
door of the castle church at Wittenberg 
on October 31, 1517. Henry answered 
the accusations with his Assertio Sep- 
tem Sacramentorum. Though the first 
draft may have been polished up a bit 
with the help of Sir Thomas More, *his 
principal advisor, there can be little 
doubt that the book was Henry's own 
work. Copies of the treatise were sent 
to Pope Leo X, other leading ecclesiasts 
i in Europe and to all heads of state. For 
j this thv:' grateful Pope granted Henry the 
1 title of "Fidei Defensor" (Defender of 
the Faith). Proudly borne by Henry and 
his successors, this grand title has ap- 
1 peared on most English coinage for the 
I past 400 years. 

Ironically, in 1532 Henry, displeased 
with Pope Julius II's refusal to approve 
i his divorce from Catherine of Aragon, 

' separated from the church of Rome, set

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up his own Catholic Church in England 
(the Church of England) and made 
himself its titular head. Needless to say, 
he did not renounce the title of Fidei 
Defensor! The English half penny re- 
verse shows the English crown headed 
by a cross, demonstrating the unity of 
the crown and the Church of England. 

Half pennies are more interesting and 
less costly when bought separately rather 
than purchased by rolls of each date- 
coin collecting in its purest form! Of the 
two ways of collecting half pennies— 
from merchants or from banks — the 
former was almost useless to me be- 
cause my goal was to obtain 1,500 
pieces. Although every merchant I quer- 
ied was anxious to oblige, few had more 
than a half dozen coins, the most being 
about twenty. Banks were the answer, 
but even here problems were encoun- 
tered. Some banks had not one piece, 
having returned all to the Royal Mint. 
One bank said they could not trade 
with me because half pennies were no 
longer legal currency. On the whole, 
however, banks were cooperative and 
did retain quantities of the half pennies, 
though never in rolls. They often seemed 
pleased to dispose of them! 

The 1,423 English half pennies I ob- 
tained were selected at random from 
numerous sources and areas, then ar- 
ranged in sets by dates and further sub- 
divided by AU and VF grades. By com- 
paring the total coins collected for each 
date, and the proportion of each date to 
the total number of coins, some inter- 
esting conclusions were drawn. If equal 
numbers of half pennies were distrib- 
uted each year and used by the public, 
then the number extant for each year 
should be substantially the same. But 
this clearly was not the case, for the 
dates I found vary from no half pennies 
dated 1972, 1983, and 1984 to 430 coins 
for 1971, which amounted to 30 percent 
of the total collected. The intermediate 
numbers were quite dissimilar, and all 
were substantially less than 430, the 
nearest amount being a mere 178 for 
1976 (12 percent of the total). 

Why so many half pennies from 1971? 
This is the first year the decimal coin- 
age system was used with the half pen- 


ny. The Royal Mint probably reasoned 
that the novelty of decimal coinage war- 
ranted an overproduction. However, the 
quantity issued was evidently so great 
that many remained undistributed after 
1971; hence, no mintage in 1972. This 
is not to say that absolutely no half pen- 
nies were struck in 1972, for it is like- 
ly that a few were produced to satisfy 
collectors' needs but none made for dis- 
tribution to the public. Thus, the year 
1972 is not included in the complete 
decimal set of English half pennies. 

The percentage of AU half pennies for 
each year steadily increases from one 
percent in 1971 to 52 percent in 1982. 
Because more than half of the distrib- 
uted coins are still in AU condition (the 
Royal Mint still retains large numbers 
because there is negligible demand from 
banks), one would assume that no more 
were necessary after 1982. Again, a few 
half pennies could have been minted in 
1983 and 1984 to meet the needs of col- 
lectors, but none appear to have been 
distributed for public use. Thus 1983 
and 1984 are not represented in the col- 
lection, and the complete decimal set 
is dated from 1971 through 1982, ex- 
cluding 1972. 

Based on the number of coins col- 
lected, I have assembled 28 sets com- 
prising English half pennies dated 1971, 
1973-82; 7 sets with the same dates, ex- 
cluding 1981; and 32 sets excluding 
1978 half pennies. Juniors and adults 
will receive an AU half permy as a bo- 
nus for earning coin #4 in the Roman 
Coin Project. For completing the entire 
program, each RCP participant will re- 
ceive a "complete" decimal set of Eng- 
lish half pennies. 

Although the yearly trends for the 
1,326 Irish half pennies, collected in the 
same manner, substantially follow those 
for the English coins, several sharp dif- 
ferences are apparent. Most production 
of Irish half pennies also occurred in 
1971, however, over-production was so 
great that mintage for the following 
three years was unnecessary. Also, higher 
mintage in 1980 and 1982, plus a very 
high AU percentage in 1982, resulted in 
no mintage from 1983-85. Similar oc- 
currences resulted in no mintage in 
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1977 and 1981. Thus Irish half pennies 
from the years 1971, '75-76, '78, '80 and 
'82 comprise the "complete sets." Al- 
though the Irish half penny is still legal 
tender, it is expected to be demonitized 
in 1986. 

An AU Irish half penny will be award- 
ed as a bonus to juniors and adults who 
earn coin #3, and a "complete" decimal 
set will be given when coin #5 is earned. 
Those persons who have already com- 
pleted the RCP, and ANA members who 
do not participate in the program, can 
obtain English and Irish sets of decimal 
coinage in one of two ways: by recruit- 
ing one new ANA member for each set 
or by paying $3 for the Irish set, $4 for 
the English set or $5 for both sets. 
Checks should be made payable to the 
ANA Library Building Fund. The ANA 
is benefited, and you can help your 
association in a most painless manner.

ANA Exhibit Notebook 

PART II 


It’s Wednesday afternoon, August 21, 1985, 
2:03 p.m. I am at the Baltimore Convention 
Center, with a portable tape recorder in 
hand, at the hei^t of the ANA’s 94th An- 
niversary Convention. 

As I walk down the aisle, I encounter j 
another exhibit of four cases, titled 
"Morgan and His Dollar." I have just 
finished reading the descriptions, which 
note that in 1876 the Philadelphia Mint 
was hard pressed to keep up with the 
work of preparing dies. This resulted in 
Director of the Mint Henry R. Linder- 
man writing to his friend C.W. Free- 
mantle, master of the London Mint, in- 
quiring about engravers who might be 


available to help ease the Philadelphia 
Mint's workload. Freemantle replied 
that he had just the person needed for 
the job and that he would put the two 
parties in touch. 

The exhibit included copies of an ex- 
change of letters between George T. 
Morgan and H.R. Linde rman. A note in 
the exhibit relates that a letter from 
Morgan asked the following questions: 
Can you pay my passage to the United 
States? Can you help me find living 
quarters? Can I do some private work? 
Is this a permanent job or is it politi- 
cally dependent on who is in office? The 
answer was "yes" to the first three 
questions, but concerning the fourth 
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question, Linderman replied that he 
could offer only a six-month contract. 
Morgan was required to provide a sam- 
ple of his work, and he suggested that 
Linderman visit the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion then being held in Philadelphia, 
where a Morgan medal that had just 
won first prize was displayed in the 
North Wales exhibit. Linderman soon 
hired Morgan at the rate of $8 per day, 
and the six-month contract evolved to 
48 years of employment! 

Illustrated in the Morgan exhibit is 
a Mint medal depicting Linderman (ob- 
verse and reverse), Morgan's prize- 
winning North Wales medal, a photo- 
graph of engraving tools, and a sketch 
of Anna Williams— the 19-year-old 
schoolteacher who later modeled for 
Morgan's design of the 1878 dollar. Also 
present is a stellar group of silver pat- 
terns later produced by Morgan, in- 
cluding the famous 1879 "Schoolgirl" 
issue and the 1889 "Shield Earring" 
piece. A simply amazing exhibit! 

One of the commonest 19th-century 
American coins, not including Mor- 
gan's silver dollar, is the Columbian 
half dollar, produced in 1892-93. Nor- 
mally, an exiiibit featuring Columbian 
half dollars would not attract attention. 
However, this exhibit contains exam- 
ples of this first United States com- 
memorative half dollar, surrounded by 
historical information, old-time pic- 
tures of the pieces being counted upon 
their release, and a photograph of a 
model of the Treasury Building that was 
"built" of Columbian half dollars. 

I continue my on-the-spot commen- 
tary at another one-case exhibit, titled 
"My Favorite Bank Notes." Numismat- 
ics is, after all, a personal hobby and it's 
always interesting to see what different 
people collect. In this instance, the ex- 
hibitor relates that she (or he) visited 
last year's ANA convention in Detroit 
and was attracted by postcards depict- 
ing old-time bank notes. So, this year 
the same person secured examples of 
those postcards and displayed them 
right along with original specimens of 
the notes shown on the cards — an 1896 
Cuban 5-peso note and a 1935 Chinese 
10-yuan note, among others. 


Still another case shows a view of 
Lundy Island, which is located in Bris- 
tol Channel off the coast of England. 
Displayed are examples of the 1929- 
dated puffin and half-puffin copper coin- 
age produced for the small piece of land 
by its owner, Martin Coles Harman, the 
wealthy London financier who acquired 
the outpost in 1925 at a cost of £16,000. 

"After attending a meeting with the ] 
British Numismatic Society, Mr. Har- 
man conceived the idea of issuing coin- 
age for his island. He felt that as owner 
and 'lord' of Lundy, he had every right , 
to have his own coinage, since the is- ' 
land was not under direct British rule. 

An agreement was made with the Bir- 
mingham Mint, a private enterprise, to | 
strike the coins, which were to bear the 
denomination half-puffin and puffin," 
relates the accompanying text. 

In my own experience I remember 
that during the 1950s and early 1960s 
these curious copper Lundy souvenirs 
were in abundance, particularly in the 
hands of British coin dealers, and it was 
not at all uncommon to acquire them 
in lots of several dozen or more. In re- 
cent times they have become scarce, ' 
and it is a long time since I have seen 
a large group of Lundy pieces together. 

Admiral George Dewey, hero of the 
Spanish- American War, is the subject of j 
a two-case display that now captures my ' 
eye. It includes numerous medals, pins, 
postcards and other memorabilia per- 
taining to this distinguished gentleman. 

"U.S. Series of 1896 Educational 
Notes, Proofs and Essays" is the title of 
another exhibit comprising six cases. I 
could linger for a long time to contem- 
plate this "rarest of the rare" selection 
of vignette proofs and other memorabil- 
ia, which includes a sheet of sp>ecimen 
$5 notes and an original painting by 
Will H. Low that was intended to be a 
design model for $2 notes (an idea that 
never materialized). 

Nearby I see a two-case exhibit dis- 
playing photographic bank notes pub- 
lished in 1866 by one R.C. Naramore. 
Naramore came up with a novel idea: 
he illustrated genuine notes so that 
bankers and others could examine the 
picture with a strong magnifying glass 
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to determine whether or not that $500 
note, or whatever, was genuine. While 
Naramore's idea was fine in theory, in 
practice his photographic counterfeit de- 
tector met with only limited success. 
On the other hand, George Heath's Coun- 
terfeit Detector, issued in book form 
and in two sizes and many editions, ap- 
parently achieved wide popularity. 

Here comes an exhibit that is a bit 
more specialized, showing paper money 
of Milford, Delaware, in five cases. The 
histories of several banks in that small 
town are recited in detail, and examples 
from each bank are shown. Very nice! 

I have heard about Atlantic City and 
the gambling casinos there, but I didn't i 
know that present-day Atlantic City 
has a tie to numismatics. The last time 
I was there was probably for a coin con- 
vention 20 years ago. Since then the , 
seaside resort has changed dramatical- j 
ly, and, from all I read, now resembles 
Las Vegas. Anyway, now at the ANA , 
convention in a five-case exhibit I see i 
$1 to $100 casino chips, issued in recent 
times by the Golden Nugget, Bally's 
Park Place, the Brighton and other wa- 
tering places in that seaside resort. 

"The Bank Notes of Iceland, 1928- 
1981" occupies five nearby cases and 
traces the story of these colorful items. 
Next door is a one-case exhibit show- 
ing design t^es of various United 
States gold coins, from the $1 through 
the $20 denomination. Across the way 
is another exhibit on the same subject, 
this one occupying three cases. 

"Bank Notes of the British Mandate 
of Palestine, 1927-1945" is the title of 
a six-case exhibit that meticulously 
traces the history of currency in the 
land we now know as Israel. This coun- 
try also is well represented in other ex- 
hibits, and convention visitors have a 
chance to examine many later notes, as | 
well as examples of commemorative ' 
coins and medals. 

Numismatica relating to Thomas Jef- I 
ferson furnishes the subject for six ex- I 
hibit cases illustrating such diverse ! 
items as recent $2 notes, old currency i 
of the same denomination, tokens, sil- 
ver bars, medals and other pieces, inter- [ 
spersed with interesting postcards, bank 


notes and portraits. 

Seeking treasure with a metal detec- 
tor is the subject of a three-case exhibit 
titled "Digging Up the Past." As I speak 
into my tape recorder, I see a wide varie- 
ty of coins, mostly modem issues but 
including an 1831 half dollar in fairly 
decent condition, a few tokens and, be- 
lieve it or not, 62 ancient Greek, Roman 
and Islamic coins. 

"The Silver Rupees of British India, 
1840-1940" presents many dozens of 
coins and occupies four cases. The ex- 
hibit discusses die varieties in detail, 
noting differences by means of enlarged 
photographs. 

Banking items of York County, Penn- 
sylvania, occupy five cases of another 
exhibit. The last case in the impressive 
line-up contains not a single piece of 
currency but instead displays all sorts 
of bank souvenirs, including a leather 
bag with cloth drawstrings, several 
metal banks and even a thermometer. 

"Salute to Canada, 1875-1885" is the 
title of an exhibit featuring silver dol- 
lars, specimen sets and other numis- 
matic issues interspersed with histori- 
cal information. Not far away I see an- 
other exhibit about the same subject, il- 
lustrating different silver dollars from 
1935 onward and giving historical data 
about each. 

Now I encounter an old friend — the 
1804 silver dollar that I cataloged for 
I The Johns Hopkins University for the 
sale of the Garrett Collection a few 
years ago. At that time the coin sold for 
I the breathtaking price of $400,000. Rest- 
ing in a glass case, the 1804 dollar is ac- 
companied by an armed guard who keeps 
a wary eye. Nearby in the same case are 
restrike silver dollars of 1802 and 1803, 
as well as an 1839 Gobrecht pattern dol- 
lar. For many years the 1804 silver dol- 
lar has been known as the "King of 
American Coins." To see one is the de- 
sire of numismatists everywhere. 

An 1804 silver dollar of another type 
is found in the three-case exhibit featur- 
ing coins of England's King George III. 
In this instance, the 1804 silver dollar, 
of which several specimens are shown, 
was produced by the Bank of England 
by overstriking Spanish-American sil- 
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ver 8-reale pieces. The exhibit shows ; 
many interesting numismatic relics of I 
that despised (at least from the Ameri- 
can point of view) monarch. 

"'A Selection of Tokens Issued by ; 
J.F.W. Dorman" is now coming up. In I 
three cases I see tokens distributed by 
John F. Wesley Dorman, who operated 
a manufactory at 19 German Street in 
Baltimore beginning in 1874 and pro- 
duced printing presses, stamps, stencils 
and related items. The tokens, many of 
which are the size of a nickel 5-cent 
piece (but with numerous exceptions), 
are shown in a variety of designs, most 
with simple inscriptions, a few with 
female heads. 

The medallic emissions of Baltimore 
sculptors Hans Schuler and Hans C. 
Schuler occupy three cases not far dis- 
tant. As I look at them, I recall that 
these same items were recently the sub- 
ject of an article in The Numismatist. 

A type set of United States silver 
commemorative coins, from A (Ala- 
bama) through W (Wisconsin), offers a 
brief story of each issue, who designed 
it, how many were made, how many 
were melted and other details. Close by i 
is another exhibit about commemora- j 
tives, also with interesting histories. 

A collection of Seated Liberty quarter 
dollars from 1838-91 seems to be popu- 
lar with viewers, so Til wait a minute 
until folks move on. The entire exhibit 
area is abuzz with activity, and at least 
two or three dozen people are checking 
things out. 

Now the display of Seated Liberty 
quarters is less crowded, and I notice 
that several pieces are specifically 
marked "condition census" (among the 
finest of their kind). Notably, the rare 
1849-0 issue is so marked. The recent 


focus of investors on MS-65 coins has 
resulted in the pricing of high-grade cir- 
culated Seated Liberty coins (as well as 
many other issues) at bargain levels. 
Perhaps the era of collecting by date and 
mintmark variety is once again upon 
us. In any event, the Seated Liberty 
quarter exhibit is quite interesting and 
seems to be a most popular display. 

"The Indian on United States Coin- 
age" exhibit is illustrated with various 
pieces, including the Indian cent, the In- 
dian or Buffalo nickel, several commem- 
I oratives and a number of gold issues. 

Numismatic items unearthed at Cheap- 
j side, an archaelogical site in Baltimore, 

1 occupy three cases and include several 
; early half cents and large cents, a 1773 
I Virginia half penny, Irish coins and 
i Spanish-American silver pieces. A re- 
production of an early map dated 1801 
adds a nice touch. This really is a mar- 
velous exhibit, and I, for one, hope that 
I see more exhibits in the future that tie 
together history and numismatics. 

Benjamin Franklin in numismatics is 
the topic of still another exhibit, which 
features numerous medals, a large varie- 
ty of bank notes, a $100 bill and even 
a pair of dies used to strike a medal for 
the Pennsylvania National Guard. 

Farther along, various exhibits deal 
with numismatic remembrances of John 
F. Kennedy, coins of the ancient Judean 
fortress of Masada, the eagle on United 
States coinage, the story of Jefferson 
nickels, a display of Indian cents and a 
group of wooden nickels. 

As I pause to look around, I note that 
the exhibit area is as busy or busier than 
the nearby dealers' bourse. I can't visit 
all the exhibits this afternoon, for I have 
an appointment, but I look forward to 
seeing them tomorrow. 



■A regular column in The Numisma- 
tist recently mentioned "three major 
megatrends" in coin marketing. "Ma- 
jor" megatrends implies that there are 
"minor" megatrends, maybe even "mi- 


cromegatrends." Could be, you know. 

Colorado's Governor Lamm, who has 
earned the nickname "Governor Gloom/' 
is trying for a career in writing as his 
years in the mansion come to an end. 
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His first book, now being published, is 
titled simply Megatiaumas. 

I wonder when McDonald's will come 
out with megamuffins? Who knows, I 
may write a megavignette soon— a mi- 
nor one, no doubt. 

■A few tidbits from the November 
issue of The Numismatist that you may 
have overlooked: 

A corrected tabulation of ANA mem- 
bership by states (pages 2213-14) shows 
a loss of 1,990 individual members (5.9 
percent) during the past year, while the 
earlier incorrect report showed a gain 
of 2,736 (8.1 percent). Very few states 
evidenced any gain, the greatest being 
Utah with 7 (6 percent). 

Although we deplore the diminishing 
membership list, it's heartening to see 
the ever-increasing number of old-timers 
still in the fold. Pages 2219-22 list some 
465 recipients of the 25-year member- 
ship medal and 23 who reached golden 
membership status during the past year. 

In the same issue there's a half- 
page advertisement by a long-standing, 
reputable dealer that offers half dollars, 
using terms such as these in addition 
to MS ratings for individual pieces: "a 
beautiful coin," "attractive mint bloom," 
"frosty mint bloom," "original mint 
bloom," "superior original luster," and, 
apparently best of all, "blazing original 
mint bloom." I guess an appreciation of 
aesthetics is helpful in attracting buyers 
for your wares. 


■ "The board session followed two other 
well-attended presentations and a re- 
freshment break, and when the program 
reconvened for the ANA board presen- 
tation, the audience had thinned con- 
siderably" — a paragraph from a half- 
page article in Coin World headlined 
"Board Says ANA's Future Depends on 
Members." 

As usual, every board member ex- 
pressed himself/herself, but no one else 
is mentioned. The first expression came 
from a newly-elected governor, who 
said he "would like to see four regional 
seats and three at-large seats." It was 
indicated that at least two other board | 


members were in agreement, but no ref- 
erence was made as to how we non- 
elected members feel about the selection 
of our officers. 

Another governor, himself a "name" 
dealer, reportedly "said he did object to 
the number of dealers on the board and 
suggested a balance is needed." Maybe 
when his term is up he will remind the 
voters of his objections about too many 
dealers on the board— he could urge 
them to vote for a non-dealer to fill his 
seat. 

Another dealer-governor feels that 
"The Numismatist is missing an op- 
portunity to be a strong voice for in- 
vestors, as it is for collectors, and to 
serve as a way to convert more as col- 
lectors." We all know how easy it is to 
point out a desirable goal — what we 
need is someone who can plot a work- 
able plan to reach it. 

I could continue along these lines but 
will end reference to the Coin World ar- 
ticle with this quote from President 
Schook: "A roundtable discussion with 
the Professional Numismatists Guild 
will be held before all future ANA board 
meetings so as to consider that group's 
ideas at the policy-making sessions" 
(italics mine). 

So, the members of PNG and the 
nine-member ANA Board of Governors 
will make future ANA policies! "Future 
Depends on Members." "Too many 
dealers on the board." Confusing? Con- 
tradictory? Buck-passing? We have a 
goodly supply of those who have all the 
answers, but let's go to the fountain- 
head: our Federal Charter. 

"Section 5. That the control of such 
corporation [ANA] shall be vested in a 
board of not less than five governors, to 
be elected by the members of such 
Association." 


■A report of highlights of the Septem- 
ber 9-11 auction by Bowers and Merena 
states that an 1870-S half dime, offered 
for the first time in public auction, real- 
ized $176,000. The consignor of this 
piece is said to have paid $425,000 for 
it in 1980. As the song says, "I never 
promised you a rose garden."

Hobby or Investment? 


The tax treatment of a coin collection 
depends on whether it is maintained as 
a '"hobby" or as a profit-seeking "invest- 
ment." This is an extremely important i 
determination, since losses resulting 
from a hobby are not deductible, where- 
as losses from an investment activity 
may be claimed on one's tax return. 
Correspondingly, expenses related to a ! 
hobby are not deductible, while invest- 
ment-related expenses are deductible. 

The determination of whether an ac- 
tivity such as coin collecting is a hob- 
by or investment is extremely subjec- 
tive. Typically, when attempting to 
make such a determination, the IRS and 
the courts will, in each case, examine 
all of the relevant facts and circum- 
stances. Most importantly, they will 
evaluate whether the taxpayer: 

• Conducts the activity in a business- 
like manner and maintains complete 
and accurate accounting records. 

• Has extensively prepared for the ac- 
tivity by studying general business 
practices or consulting with an ex- 
pert, and conducts the activity in ac- 
cordance with such practices. 

• Devotes substantial time and effort 
to carrying on the activity. 

• Expects that the assets or other prop- 
erty associated with the activity will 
appreciate in value. 

• Has had success in converting other 
unprofitable activities into profitable 
ventures. 

• Lacks substantial income or capital 
from other sources. 

In addition, the IRS and the courts or- 
dinarily will take a second, harder look 
at the facts if there is a substantial per- 


sonal or recreational aspect associated 
with the activity, or if the taxpayer also 
is engaged in another occupation while 
pursuing the activity in question. 

Tax Queries 

Q. I have an extremely valuable coin, 
worth approximately $25,000, and Td 
like to contribute it to my church. 
However, after examining my tax pic- 
ture, I see that I am nearing my chari- 
table contribution limit, 50 percent of 
adjusted gross income. Because of this 
limitation, I will only be able to make 
another $10,000 in donations this year. 
I know if I was dealing with shares of 
stock, or with several coins, I could give 
some shares or coins this year, and 
some next year. But how can you split 
a gift when it involves an indivisible 
asset such as a coin? 

A* One easy way to handle this prob- 
lem would be to transfer a 40-percent 
undivided interest in the coin and de- 
duct $10,000. In later years, you can 
deed all or part of the remaining 
60-percent interest and take the appro- 
priate deduction. Partial transfers, such 
as the one just described, should not be 
undertaken without legal assistance.

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Questions Most Often Asked About U.S. Gold Coins 


Are counterfeit gold coins a big concern? 

No. If you buy from a reputable deal- 
er, your chances of getting a counterfeit 
gold piece are no greater than of getting 
a counterfeit product at a reputable de- 
partment store. But, if you expect to get 
anything too cheap (be it clothing or a 
coin at, let's say, a flea market), the 
bargain you think you're getting prob- 
ably isn't. 

What gold coins are most frequently 
counterfeited? 

Although the number of counterfeits 
is down significantly over the past five 
years, in general the smaller U.S. gold 
coins most often were counterfeited. 
More money could be made per ounce 
of gold used to counterfeit a small piece. 
Many counterfeits were intended for jew- 
elry, particularly sovereign-size coins or 
smaller, which are most popular for this 
purpose in foreign countries. 

Are there still hoards of U.S. gold coins 
in Europe? 

Yes, but these hoards have dimin- 
ished greatly. In the 1930s numerous 
gold coins, especially the larger denom- 
inations, were shipped to Europe to 
avoid possible confiscation in this coun- 
try. Since that time, these coins have 
trickled back to the United States. To- 
day, a number of major coin firms have 
representatives in Europe who purchase 
coins from these hoards. 

Strong demand over the past three 
years has reduced these hoards to a 
point where only small groups of dou- 
ble eagles are being uncovered. It looks 
as though the old-time European and 
South American hoards will be less able 
to fulfill the demand for U.S. gold in 
future bull markets. 

What U.S. gold coin is the most popular? 

Although personal tastes vary, most 
dealers agree that the $20 Saint- 
Gaudens piece is the coin most sought 


by collectors and investors. The beauty 
j of this particular coin has turned many 
I an investor into a collector. Interest- 
ingly enough, it is the most available 
of all uncirculated U.S. gold coins. 

What is a 12-piece gold type set? 

A 12-piece gold set contains the ma- 
jor design types of U.S. gold coins issued 
for circulation from the 1850s through 
the early 1890s. The set consists of 
I three types of $1 pieces,- a $3 piece; 
$2V2, $5 and $10 Liberty pieces,- $2V2, 
$5 and $ 10 Indian pieces; a $20 Liberty 
j piece; and the $20 Saint-Gaudens piece. 

I In uncirculated condition the rarest 
coins of this 12-piece set are undoubt- 
I edly the $3 coin and the $ 1 (type II); the 
j most common are the two $20 issues. 

I In general, smaller gold coins are much 
I tougher to find in uncirculated condi- 
I tion than their larger counterparts, and 
Indian gold is scarcer than Liberty 
pieces. Larger gold coins in better grades 
I are much harder to come by than small- 
! er ones because of problems with bag- 
marks and abrasions.

1896-0 $1 Cast Counterfeit 


Most cast coins exhibit a crude, poorly 
defined appearance; however, the ap- 
pearance of this cast counterfeit is 
reasonably well defined. Diameters fre- 
quently differ between cast pieces and ge- 
nuine mint products, with the counterfeit 
measuring slightly smaller. 

Specific gravity testing of this particular 
cast counterfeit indicates a metallic com- 
position of 90-percent silver and 10-percent 
copper, which is also the composition of 
genuine dollars of this type. 

When comparing a genuine 1896-0 
dollar and cast counterfeit side by side, 
the counterfeit displays a soft, granular ef- 
fect and rounded numerals. The texture 
does not vary, giving the appearance of an 
acid-treated coin. 

The genuine $1 piece exhibits a strong 
strike, with contrast between the field and 
date. The bow on the reverse shows crisp 
die polish, which normally is lost in the 
process of making a cast coin.

nor's residence) and the University of 
Utah, site of the Utah Museum of Fine 
Arts and Utah Museum of Natural His- 
tory. Within walking distance of Temple 
Square are the Utah Capitol, the Pioneer 
Memorial Museum and the Marmalade 
Historic District, which features many 
original pioneer homes.

CODE OF ETHICS 


Federal Charter and Constitution 

Approved May 9, 1912 — Amended April 10, 1962 


U.S. Statutes at Large, 62nd Congress, 
1911-1913, Vol. 37, Part 1, Public Laws, as 
amended by Act of April 10, 1962, 87th Con- 
gress, Public Law 87-433. 

CHARTER 106.— An Act to incorporate the 
American Numismatic Association. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, that H.O. Granberg of 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin; William A. Ashbrook of 
Johnstown, Ohio; Henry Chapman of Phila- 
delphia; J.M. Henderson of Columbus, Ohio; 
Howland Wood of Brookline, Massachusetts, 
together with such persons as they may 
associate with themselves, and their suc- 
cessors, be, and they hereby are, constituted a 
body corporate of the District of Columbia. 

Section 2. That the name of such body cor- 
porate shall be "American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation," and by that name it shall have 
perpetual succession. 

Section 3. That the objects of the said corpo- 
ration shall be to advance the knowledge of nu- 
mismatics along educational, historical and 
scientific lines in all its various branches, to 
assist in bringing about better cooperation be- 
tween all persons interested in the coinage, cir- 
culation, classification, collection, sales, exhibi- 
tion, use and preservation of all coins, bills and 
medals; to acquire and disseminate tmstworthy 
information bearing upon these topics,- to pro- 
mote greater popular interest in the science of 
numismatology, and for the particular purpose 
of bringing the numismatists of America into 
closer relations with one another, and of pro- 
moting friendly feeling for one another through 
social intercourse, the interchange of ideas and 
discussions of mutual interests,- to acquire, 
own, hold, and dispose of such personal property 
and own real estate for its own use, as may be 


necessary to properly carry into effect the pur- 
poses herein set forth; and to perform all such 
other acts and things as may be necessary to 
the full carrying into effect the said purposes, 
but such purposes do not include operations for 
pecuniary profit. 

Section 4. That the principal office of said 
Association shall be in the District of Colum- 
bia, but the Association through its representa- 
tives shall have power to establish and main- 
tain such other offices throughout America as 
the business of the Association may require. 

Section 5. That the control of such corpora- 
tion shall be vested in a board of not less than 
five governors, to be elected by the members 
of such Association. The incorporators hereof 
shall act as the board of governors for the first 
year and until others are chosen in their stead. 

Section 6. That the board of governors shall 
have the power to make such pmdential bylaws 
and regulations as they may deem proper for 
the management and control of the business 
and affairs of the Association not inconsistent 
with this Act or the laws of the United States 
of America. 

Section 7. That said Association shall fur- 
ther have power to have and use a common seal 
and to alter and change the same at its pleasure,- 
to sue and be sued in any court of the United 
States or other court of competent jurisdiction,- 
to take or receive for the purposes of the 
Association any gift, grant or device, and to ac- 
cept and administer any trust for the purposes 
of the Association. 

Section 8. That this Act shall be subject to 
alteration, amendment or repeal at the pleas- 
ure of the Congress of the United States. 

Section 9. That this Act shall take effect im- 
mediately on its passage. 


Bylaws 

The American Numismatic Association, in order to best effectuate the objects and 
purposes set forth in the Federal Charter granted to it by the Congress of the United 
States of America on May 9, 1912, and amended April 10, 1962, does hereby adopt the 
following bylaws and regulations.

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ARTICLE I 

Members — Eligibility and Privileges 

Section 1. The membership of this Associa- 
tion shall consist of Regular Members, Club 
Members, Associate Members, Junior Mem- 
bers, Life Members and Honorary Members. 
Memberships are not transferable from one per- 
son to another. 

Section 2. All members shall be entitled to 
all the privileges of the Association, including 
the right to vote, hold office (subject to any 
limitations set forth in Article IV, Section 1(a) 
or in Article VI hereof) and receive the official 
publications of the Association, except that: 

(a) Associate Members shall not be entitled 
to hold office or receive the official magazine 
of the Association. 

(b) Members under 21 years of age may not 
hold office. A member under 18 years of age 
may not borrow books from the Association 
Library unless his parent or guardian shall guar- 
antee the return thereof in their condition at 
the time of such borrowing. 

(c) Honorary Members shall not be eligible 
to hold office unless they were Regular 
Members or Life Members of the Association 
at the time Honorary Membership was con- 
ferred upon them. 

(d) Member clubs may not hold office. 

Section 3. Regular members shall be those 
individuals now Regular Members in good stand- 
ing and those hereafter admitted as Regular 
Members in the manner hereinafter set forth. 

(a) Any individual of good moral character, 
18 years of age or over, shall be eligible for 
Regular Membership. 

(b) Every full-time employee of the Associa- 
tion, 18 years of age or over, (other than any 
appointed officer or staff member referred to in 
Article IV, Section 4(g) hereof) may be a Regular 
Member of the Association for the duration of 
his employment without payment of an admis- 
sion fee or dues. 

Section 4. Any nonprofit numismatic club, 
society, association or corporation, and any 
museum, archives, public library or school 
shall be eligible for Club Membership provided 
the applicant is approved by the Executive Vice 
President. Any applicant for a club membership 
shall submit to the Executive Vice President, 
at his request, copies of such applicant's consti- 
tution and bylaws. 

Section 5. Associate Members shall be those 
individuals now Associate Members in good 
standing and those persons hereafter admitted 
as such in the maimer hereinafter set forth: 

(a) Any individual 1 1 years of age or over. 


who is a son, daughter or spouse of a Regular 
Member or Life Member in good standing, shall 
be eligible for Associate Membership, provided 
his application be approved in writing by such 
member. 

(b) Any Associate Member, 18 years of age 
or over, in good standing, may become a 
Regular Member upon due application therefor 
to the Executive Vice President, and payment 
of the admission fee and one year's advance 
dues, provided, however, that no admission fee 
will be required if such Associate Member 
makes such application during his eighteenth 
year. Any such applicant shall retain his 
Associate Membership number. 

Section 6. Junior Members shall be those in- 
dividuals now Junior Members in good standing 
and those persons hereafter admitted as such 
in the manner hereinafter set forth: 

(a) Any individual of good moral character, 
1 1 years of age or over but less than 18 years 
of age, shall be eligible for Junior Membership, 
provided such individual's application be ap- 
proved in writing by two persons, at least one 
of whom is a parent or guardian of the appli- 
cant and at least one of whom is a member in 
good standing. 

(b) During the minority of a Junior Member, 
his membership number shall be preceded by 
the letter "J." Upon reaching his majority, the 
said Junior Member shall automatically be- 
come a Regular Member and entitled to all the 
privileges thereof. 

Section 7. Life Members shall be those in- 
dividuals 18 years of age or over, numismatic 
clubs and kindred associations, now Life Mem- 
bers and those individuals and clubs hereafter 
admitted as such in the manner hereinafter set 
forth: 

(a) Any individual or numismatic club shall 
be eligible for Life Membership. Such Life 
Membership may be bestowed by the Board of 
Governors by its own action upon a member 
who has rendered the Association some special 
service. 

Section 8. Honorary Membership may be 
conferred only by the Board of Governors upon 
any person who has rendered the Association 
or the science of numismatics some particular 
or noteworthy service or who is considered de- 
serving of the special and distinctive title of 
Honorary Member. 

Honorary Memberships shall be conferred 
upon the holders of the offices of Director of 
the Mint, Superintendent of the Denver Mint, 
and Director of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for the duration of their terms of of- 
fice. U{K)n the expiration of each such term, the 
Executive Vice President shall notify the re- 
tiring director as to the termination of such 
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membership and shall notify the successor 
director as to his selection as an Honorary 
Member for the duration of his term of office. 

ARTICLE II 

Membership — Application, 
Admission and Dues 

Section 1. Applications to become Regular 
Members, Club Members, Associate Members, 
Junior Members or Life Members shall be made 
in writing on forms prescribed by the Board of 
Governors. Such applications shall furnish the 
name, address and occupation of the applicant, 
and if an individual, the age at last birthday as 
well as the date and kind of membership ap- 
plied for. 

Section 2. Such application and the advance 
dues and fee shall be sent to the Executive Vice 
President, who shall cause notice of the applica- 
tion to be published in the official magazine. 

Section 3. If no written objection to such 
admission be received by the Executive Vice 
President by the first month succeeding the 
publication of said application, the applicant 
shall be admitted on the first day of such 
succeeding month. 

Section 4. If written and timely objection to 
such admission be received by the Executive 
Vice President, he shall thereupon advise the 
applicant of the nature of the objections and 
request an answer thereto. When this has been 
received, the Executive Vice President shall for- 
ward all the available information to the Board 
of Governors for consideration and action. The 
Board of Governors may either accept or reject 
such application and in either event notify the 
Executive Vice President of its decision. 

(a) When the Board of Governors accepts the 
said application, the applicant shall be adrmtted 
and notice thereof caused to be published in the 
official magazine. 

(b) In case the application be rejected, the ad- 
vance payment for dues and fee shall be re- 
turned to the applicant. 

Section 5. 

(a) The dues of Regular Members, Club 
Members, Associate Members, Junior Members 
and Life Members shall be in an amount or 
amounts to be determined by the Board of 
Governors. 

(b) Honorary Members and members re- 
ceiving 50-year Membership Gold Medals shall 
not be required to pay dues. 

(c) An admission fee, in an amount to be de- 
termined by the Board of Governors, shall be 
payable by each applicant for Regular Member- 


ship and Club Membership. 

(d) Regular and Associate Members who 
have reached the age of 70 years and have been 
members continuously for 30 or more years 
may, upon request, continue their member- 
ships without payment of dues, retaining all 
the privileges of such memberships except the 
right to receive The Numismatist. 

ARTICLE III 
Members — Resignation, 
Suspension and Expulsion 

Section 1. No member shall be permitted to 
resign from the Association while he is in- 
debted to it in any manner or while charges are 
pending against him. 

Section 2. Annual dues shall be payable to 
the Executive Vice President in advance on Jan- 
uary 1 of each year. Any member who fails to 
pay his dues before March 1 in any year shall 
be liable to suspension, in which case his name 
shall be dropped from the membership rolls and 
removed from the mailing list. Any member 
suspended for nonpayment of dues or who has 
resigned may be reinstated upon payment of ar- 
rearages due at the time of suspension or 
resignation, as well as all subsequent dues to 
date, provided no charges are pending against 
him, and in such case, only if the charges are 
withdrawn or dismissed. If aforesaid payments 
are not made, then the individual must apply 
as a new member and receive a new member- 
ship number if admitted. 

Section 3. 

(a) Any member violating the bylaws of the 
Association, committing any unethical act in 
his dealings with others, unjustly defaming the 
character of any other member, interfering with 
the activities of the Association, committmg 
a criminal offense, engaging in conduct unbe- 
coming a member, engaging in conduct prejudi- 
cial to the welfare of the Association, or failing 
to respond to official correspondence of the As- 
sociation, shall be subject to expulsion as 
hereinafter provided. 

(b) The selling and/or trading by any member 
on three or more occasions of counterfeit or al- 
tered numismatic items irrespeaive of his lack 
of knowledge as to the authenticity thereof, 
may be deemed to constitute conduct un- 
becoming to a member and prejudicial to the 
welfare of the Association. 

(c) The selling and/or trading by any mem- 
ber on one or more occasions of counterfeit or 
altered numismatic items with knowledge as 
to the lack of authenticity thereof, shall be 
deemed to constitute conduct unbecoming to 
a member and prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association. 
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(d) The selling and/or trading of reproduc- 
tions generally accepted and collected by nu- 
mismatists and not in any way misrepresented 
as genuine shall not be deemed to constitute 
conduct unbecoming to a member or prejudicial 
to the welfare of the Association. 

(e) The advertising or offering for sale or 
trade of any coin which has been whizzed, and 
which is represented to be a higher or of a more 
nearly perfect condition than was the coin prior 
to its being whizzed, shall be deemed to consti- 
tute conduct unbecoming to a member and 
prejudicial to the welfare of the Association. 
A whizzed coin is one from which metal has 
been removed by one or more means, such as 
engraving, acid treatment, buffing, burnishing, 
sandblasting, vapor honing or whisking with 
a brush of brass or other metal. 

Section 4. 

(a) Whenever it is charged in writing and 
with particularity, by a person referred to herein 
as the Complainant, that any member, referred 
to herein as the Respondent, has engaged in or 
is engaging in the acts or practices described 
in Section 3 of this Article, the Executive Direc- 
tor shall notify the Respondent of the charge 
against him by mailing a written copy thereof 
or a summary thereof by registered or certified 
mail directed to him at the address last fur- 
nished to the Association. An investigation of 
such charge will be undertaken by the Execu- 
tive Director or by such personnel as he shall 
designate. 

(b) If the Executive Vice President deter- 
mines after such investigation that it is not 
probable that the Respondent has engaged in 
or is engaging in the acts or practices described 
in Section 3 of this Article, he shall notify the 
Complainant of his determination. If he deter- 
mines that such acts or practices are or have 
been engaged in, he shall, in appropriate cases, 
endeavor to eliminate such practices by infor- 
mal methods of conference, conciliation and 
persuasion. 

(c) If the Executive Vice President fails to ef- 
fect the elimination or reconciliation of the acts 
or practices complained of or if he determines 
that such efforts are inappropriate, he shall: 

1. Refer said complaint to the Board 
of Governors for its consideration at a 
meeting to take place not less than 60 
days after said complaint or a summary 
thereof has been mailed to the 
Respondent. 

2. Notify the Respondent of the refer- 
ral of the charge against him and of the 
date set for the Board's consideration of 
the same by registered or certified mail 
directed to him at the address last 
furnished to the Association. A copy of 
this Article HI of the Bylaws shall accom- 


pany said notice and shall serve as advice 
of the rights provided to a Respondent 
in such proceedings and of the possible 
consequences of disciplinary proceedings 
under this section. 

(d) Upon the written application of the Re- 
spondent at any time prior to the consideration 
of the charge by the Board in session at the time 
and place given in the notice to the Respondent, 
said Respondent may request and shall be given 
a full and fairly conducted hearing before the 
Board on the charge brought against him. The 
Respondent shall have the right to cross- 
examine the witnesses who testify against him 
and to present witnesses in his own behalf. 

(e) In the absence of such written application 
for a hearing pursuant to paragraph (d) hereof, 
the Board shall consider the complaint upon 
such evidence as may appear from the com- 
plaint, the Executive Vice President's investiga- 
tion and such written defense or explanation 
as the Respondent may submit, and shall rule 
upon the same under such rules and regulations 
as it may adopt. 

(f) The Board may dismiss charges or it may 
censure, suspend or expel a Respondent. It may 
cause the results of its action and the grounds 
therefor to be published in the official maga- 
zine. Until the final decision of the Board, the 
Respondent shall continue in good standing. 

Section 5. In the event that a complaint in- 
volves a disputed question of fact, which may 
be resolved only by taking the testimony of the 
parties to the complaint and/or other witnesses 
and determining whether or not such testimony 
is true or false, the Executive Vice President 
will not be required to refer such complaint to 
the Board of Governors but in lieu thereof may 
recommend that the parties resolve such com- 
plaint by arbitration or litigation. 

Section 6. Whenever the Board of Governors 
is informed (through sources deemed by the 
Board to be reliable) that a member has been 
indicted or otherwise prosecuted for the alleged 
commission of a criminal offense, the Board of 
Governors may suspend such member pending 
the final determination of such proceedings. In 
the event that the Board of Governors (through 
sources deemed by the Board to be reliable) is 
informed that a member has pleaded guilty to 
the commission of a criminal offense or has 
been judicially convicted of committing a 
criminal offense, the Board may expel such 
member unless an appeal is pending from the 
conviction upon which the expulsion was 
based and the Board has been informed thereof. 
A member may be suspended or expelled pur- 
suant to this Section 6 whether or not written 
charges are brought against him and without 
compliance with the requirements of Section 
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4 preceding, provided, however, that prior to 
suspending a member who has been charged 
with the commission of a criminal offense but 
who has not pleaded guilty thereto and has not 
been convicted thereof, the Executive Vice 
President shall notify such party as to the date 
and place of the meeting at which the Board 
will decide whether or not such party should 
be suspended pending the final determination 
of the proceedings against him. Such notifica- 
tion shall be by written notice mailed to such 
party by registered or certified mail directed to 
him at the address last furnished to the Associa- 
tion. Such notice shall be so mailed at least 30 
days prior to the date of such meeting. Such 
party may submit a letter and/or other data to 
the Board in opposition to such suspension and 
may request and be given a hearing before the 
Board, in person or by representative, on such 
suspension. The Board shall not be required to 
postpone its consideration of such suspension 
and its action thereon by reason of the inability 
of such party to be present at such meeting. The 
Board may cause the result of its action here- 
under to be published in the official magazine. 

Section 7. The Board may reinstate the 
membership of any person or entity who has 
been expelled from the Association. 

ARTICLE IV 
Elected Officers— Duties 

Section 1. The elected officers of the Associ- 
ation shall be a President, a Vice President and 
a Board of Governors comprised of seven 
elected governors and the President and Vice 
President. The term ^'governor," as used in 
these bylaws, refers to the seven officers elected 
as governors; the terms "Board of Governors" 
and "Board Members" refer to the body com- 
prised of seven governors and the President and 
Vice President. 

(a) No member shall be eligible for election 
as President or Vice President unless he shall 
have first been elected and served at least one 
(1) term as governor. 

Section 2. The President shall have general 
supervision over all the affairs of the Associ- 
ation. His duties shall include, but not be 
limited to, the following: 

(a) To preside at all meetings of the 
Association. 

(b) To call meetings of the Board of Gover- 
nors and preside thereat. 

(c) To appoint all district representatives and 
all committees that may be necessary, and to 
remove them at will. 

(d) To countersign all proper warrants drawn 
by the Executive Vice President or the Treas- 
urer. He may delegate the Vice President to per- 


form all or a designated portion of this function. 

(e) To require the Executive Vice President 
to render regular monthly reports. 

jf) To make a call for nomination of officers 
to appear in the January issue of the official 
magazine, in the years in which elections are 
to be held. 

(g) To inform, in writing, other members of 
the Board promptly of all significant action rela- 
tive to the Association that he or the Executive 
Vice President takes; and this shall include de- 
velopments affecting its status and operation. 

Section 3. The duties of the Vice President 
shall be: 

(a) To assist the President, upon his request, 
in the discharge of his duties. 

(b) To act in the place of the President in case 
of his absence or disability. 

(c) To succeed to the position of the Presi- 
dent in case of his death or resignation. 

Section 4. The Board of Governors shall have 
the power to act on the affairs and business of 
the Association, including but not being 
limited to: 

(a) Decide on the time and place for holding 
conventions. 

(b) Prescribe the form of membership appli- 
cations and official ballots. 

(c) Rule on admission of applicants against 
whom objections are raised. 

(d) Rule on disposition of formal charges 
brought against a member. 

(e) Fix subscription rates of the official maga- 
zine and charges for other official publications. 

(f) Fix advertising rates for space in the of- 
ficial magazine and rules and regulations in 
connection therewith. 

(g) Appoint the Corporate Officers consistmg 
of the General Counsel, the Executive Vice 
President and the Treasurer; confirm or decline 
the recommendations of the Executive Vice 
President for the Appointed Officers consisting 
of the Editor, the Director of Certification 
Services, the Librarian, the Museum Curator, 
and one or more Assistants to the Executive 
Vice President; appoint the Special Officers 
consisting of the Historian, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms and the Legislative Counsel. 

(h) Fix the compensation of the paid Corpo- 
rate Officers and Special Officers. 

(i) Prescribe which Elected Officers, Corpo- 
rate Officers, Appointed Officers, Special Of- 
ficers and staff members should be bonded and 
fix the amounts thereof. 

(j) Fix the dues of Regular Members, Club 
Members, Associate Members, Junior Members 
and Life Members. 

(k) Remove from office any Elected Officer, 
Corporate Officer or Special Officer who does 
not or cannot meet the requirements of his 
office. 
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(l) Prescribe the time and manner of publica- 
tion and distribution of a directory of members. 

(m) A quorum for the transaction of business 
at meetings of the Board of Governors shall con- 
sist of seven (7) members. 

(n) The President shall have the same right 
to vote as any other member of the Board of 
Governors. 

(o) Any proposed amendment of the bylaws 
that would affect the voting rights of the mem- 
bers of the Association, the eligibility for of- 
fice, or the structure of the Board of Governors 
must be submitted in writing to the Executive 
Vice President by no less than three members 
of the Board of Governors, together with 
written arguments in support of such amend- 
ment. The Executive Vice President shall 
thereupon mail a copy by registered mail 
(return receipt requested) of said amendment 
and arguments in support thereof to the other 
members of the Board of Governors. Each of the 
other members of the Board of Governors shall 
have the right, during the twenty-day period 
following his receipt of said amendment and 
arguments, to mail written arguments in op- 
position to said amendment to the Executive 
Vice President. In order to enable the members 
of the Association to submit comments re- 
garding such amendment, the Executive Vice 
President, within five days after the expiration 
of said twenty-day period, shall submit to the 
Editor, for publication in one issue of The 
Numismatist, said amendment, the arguments 
in support thereof, and the arguments, if any, 
in opposition thereto. No action shall be taken 
by the Board of Governors on such amendment 
prior to the expiration of forty (40) days from 
the last date of mailing said issue of The 
Numismatist to the members of the Associa- 
tion. Ehiring the 365-day period immediately 
following the expiration of said forty-day 
period, the Board of Governors may take action 
on said amendment and may at any time and 
from time to time during said 365-day period 
modify or repeal any action so taken thereon, 
in each case without further compliance with 
the publication requirements or other re- 
quirements hereof. After the expiration of said 
365-day period, no action may be taken on said 
amendment without again complying with the 
publication requirements hereof. In lieu of and 
in substitution for the foregoing requirements, 
the Board of Governors, by a majority vote, may 
direct that questionnaires be mailed to the 
members of the Association soliciting their 
views with respect to said amendment. If such 
questionnaires accompany the election ballots 
or are a part thereof, they shall be returned to 
the Executive Vice President within the time 
provided for the return of said ballots; other- 
wise, said questionnaires shall be returned 
within forty (40) days from the date of mailing 


thereof to the members. After the expiration 
of whichever time limit may be applicable, the 
Board of Governors may take action on said 
amendment. This subdivision (o) shall not 
apply to any procedural or clarifying amend- 
ment. This subdivision (o) may not be amend- 
ed in substance or revoked without complying 
with the publication and other requirements 
hereof. An affirmative vote of five (5) members 
of the Board of Governors shall be required in 
order to amend the bylaws of the Association. 

(p) Voting by mail is permitted, but an af- 
firmative mail vote of all members of the Board 
of Governors shall be required for bylaw amend- 
ments and an affirmative mail vote of not less 
than seven (7) members of the Board of Gover- 
nors shall be required for all resolutions. 

(q) Meetings of the Board of Governors shall 
be conducted according to Robert's Rules of 
Order except as otherwise herein provided. 

(r) In addition to meeting at the Annual Con- 
vention of the Association, the Board of Gover- 
nors may hold additional meetings at times and 
places to be determined by a majority vote of 
said Board (or by any affirmative vote of not less 
than seven (7) members of the said Board in the 
event of a mail vote) which may be initiated 
by the President or by any member of the Board 
of Governors. 

ARTICLE V 
Elected Officers — Ethics 

Section 1. A Board Member who has been 
awarded a bourse table at an ANA convention 
shall receive no travel or per diem reimburse- 
ment for attending such convention and shall 
attend all Association Board meetings and other 
Association functions during such convention. 

Section 2. A Board Member will not be eli- 
gible to receive during his term of office a 
competitive exhibit award, the Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award, the Medal of Merit or any 
other award given by ANA, provided, however, 
that he may accept the 25-year and 50-year 
membership medals, the Wayte and Olga Ray- 
mond Memorial Literary Award, the Heath 
Literary Award and noncompetitive exhibit 
awards during such term. 

Section 3. A Board Member may file a 
written complaint against another ANA mem- 
ber, but may not orally argue in support of his 
complaint at any Board meeting, in the absence 
of the party against whom the complaint is 
filed. He may supplement such written com- 
plaint by written statements and other eviden- 
tial matters provided that copies thereof are 
furnished to the other party prior to taking any 
disciplinary action. A Bioard Member may orally 
answer questions of other Board Members re- 
garding such complaint. A Board Member may 
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not vote at a meeting of the Complaints Com- 
mittee or at a meeting of the Board with respect 
to any complaint made by him or against him. 

Section 4. A Board Member may not vote at 
a Board meeting on any matter in which he has 
a financial interest or which involves any com- 
pany or firm with which he is associated as an 
owner, director, employee or otherwise. The 
ownership of less than one half of one percent 
(V 2 %) of the corporate stock of any company 
listed on a national securities exchange shall 
not be deemed to be an ownership or financial 
interest sufficient to disqualify him from voting 
upon a matter in which such company is 
involved. 

ARTICLE VI 
Officers — Election 

Section 1. The President, in the January 
issue of The Numismatist for each election year 
(i.e.,1967 and each odd-numbered year there- 
after), shall issue a call for nominations of 
officers to be elected during said year. Nomina- 
tions shall be submitted in writing to the 
Executive Vice President by any member en- 
titled to vote, not earlier than February 1 and 
not later than April 15 of said election year. 
Club nominations must bear the signatures and 
addresses of at least two officers of the 
nominating club. A nominee must be a 
member who is entitled to hold office under 
Article I, Section 2 hereof and must have been 
a member in good standing for not less than 
three (3) consecutive years immediately prior 
to nomination. In order to be a candidate for 
office, a member must receive at least five (5) 
nominations from member clubs in good stand- 
ing and at least five (5) nominations from in- 
dividual members in good standing. No mem- 
ber may nominate himself nor nominate a 
number of candidates for any office in excess 
of the number to be elected therefor. The Ex- 
ecutive Vice President shall promptly write to 
each nominee notifying him of such nomina- 
tions and requesting his written acceptance or 
refusal thereof. No nominee may accept a 
nomination for more than one elective office 
in any one election. Nominations shall be ac- 
cepted or declined 75 days prior to the opening 
day of the election year convention. 

Section 2. The President and Vice President 
shall be elected biennially to serve for two 
years. Governors shall be elected biennially to 
serve staggered terms of four (4) years. Each can- 
didate for Governor shall stand for election for 
one of seven (7) numbered governorships. 

Section 3. During December of each even- 
numbered calendar year, each member of the 
Board of Governors whose term of office expires 


during the following year, starting with the 
member having the highest seniority on said 
Board and continuing in the descending order 
of such seniority, shall declare his candidacy 
irrevocably for President or Vice President or 
one of the numbered governorships for which 
election is to occur in the election year im- 
mediately following or declare irrevocably that 
he will not be a candidate in such election. In 
determining the duration of an incumbent can- 
didate's seniority, all periods of time during 
which such candidate has served as a member 
of the Board of Governors shall be included. 
The Executive Vice President shall obtain such 
declarations by telephone during the period 
commencing on the first Monday of December. 
The Executive Vice President shall first call the 
member with the highest seniority on said 
Board, then call the member with the next 
highest seniority thereon, and thereafter call 
the remaining members successively in the 
descending order of their seniority. The Ex- 
ecutive Vice President in each instance shall 
obtain the member's irrevocable declaration of 
candidacy or irrevocable declination to become 
a candidate. In the event that the Executive 
Vice President is unable to contact any member 
on the first telephone call, he shall continue 
in his effort to so contact such member for a 
period of twenty-four (24) hours or for the 
period so needed to contact such member, 
whichever period shall be the shorter, before 
calling the member with the next lowest 
seniority. Any member not available at his 
customary telephone number location during 
the period allotted for obtaining such declara- 
tion shall be responsible for notifying the Ex- 
ecutive Vice President as to the telephone 
number at which he may be reached during 
such period. Any member declining to be a can- 
didate or declining to make such declaration 
when called and any member who cannot be 
reached by telephone during the twenty-four 
(24) hour period applicable to such member 
may not be a candidate for any numbered gover- 
norship unless the Executive Vice President has 
been notified by such member in writing or by 
telephone call, during the twenty-four (24) hour 
period allotted to him or at any time prior 
thereto and during said month of December, 
of the numbered governorship or other office 
selected by such member. In such case, such 
member's declaration so made shall be accepted 
by the Executive Vice President and the Ex- 
ecutive Vice President shall not be obligated 
to call said member. Each other eligible nonin- 
cumbent candidate shall declare his candidacy 
irrevocably for one of the numbered governor- 
ships or other office at least seventy-five (75) 
days prior to the opening of the election year 
convention, by mailing (and not otherwise 
delivering) a written declaration thereof in a 
stamped envelope addressed to the Executive 
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Vice President. The Executive Vice President 
shall notify any member of the Association, on 
request, as to the numbered governorship or 
other office selected by any member of the 
Association or any such member's declaration 
not to be a candidate for any numbered gover- 
norship. 

Section 4. The name of each incumbent can- 
didate for Governor and the number of the gov- 
ernorship so selected by him shall be published 
in the February issue of The Numismatist and 
shall also be submitted by the Executive Vice 
President to all numismatic publications cus- 
tomarily receiving news releases from the 
Association. 

Section 5. A candidate for Governor need 
not be nominated prior to declaring his can- 
didacy. Nominations for Governor shall not 
designate the number of the governorship. Each 
candidate for Governor who has declared his 
candidacy in the manner hereinbefore provided 
and who has received the required number of 
nominations pursuant to Section 1 of this Ar- 
ticle VI shall be listed on the ballots for the seat 
for which he has declared his candidacy. 

Section 6. To provide for a transition from 
two-year terms to four-year terms, and to at- 
tain the staggered election of Governors, the 
following elections shall take place in 1979: 
Seats 1, 2, 3 and 4 shall be filled for a term of 
four years, and Seats 5, 6 and 7 shall be filled 
for a term of two years. During each election 
year thereafter. Governors shall be elected for 
a term of four years to fill the numbered seats 
of Governors whose terms expire during that 
year. 

Section 7. The Executive Vice President 
shall cause a current list of the nominees who 
have received the required numbers of nomina- 
tions and the actions of the nominees thereon 
(including the seat number irrevocably selected 
Dy such candidate for governor) to be published 
in the issues of The Numismatist for April 
through June, inclusive, of the election year. 
The names of nominators and the numbers of 
nominators shall not be so published. The Exec- 
utive Vice President shall obtain and publish 
in the June issue of The Numismatist for such 
year a photograph and a biography and plat- 
form, not exceeding 250 words in length, of 
each nominee who has accepted a nomination,- 
and shall furnish sufficient copies of all of the 
foregoing to the firm designated in Section 8 
of this Article VI for transmittal with the bal- 
lots to all of the members entitled to vote. Said 
biography shall include a record of the nom- 
inee's services to the Association and to numis- 
matics in general. 

Section 8. An independent tabulating firm 


designated by the Board of Governors shall 
cause the names of all nominees who have so 
accepted to be printed on official ballots. The 
places of residence of the nominees shall not 
appear on the ballots. Each ballot shall bear an 
inconspicuous mark or marks which shall en- 
able such firm to distinguish an official ballot 
from a falsified ballot. In order to preclude any 
nominee from having a more favorable position 
on the ballots, the ballots will be printed in five 
(5) or more separate sets, with the names of the 
nominees thereon to appear in a different prior- 
ity of sequence on each set. All decisions of said 
firm as to the inconspicuous mark or marks to 
be placed on the ballots and the priority of se- 
quence of names shall be final and may not be 
contested. 

Section 9. Said firm shall cause a ballot to 
be mailed (at least 45 days prior to the open- 
ing day of the election year convention) to each 
member entitled to vote, together with a copy 
of the biographies, platforms and photographs 
received by said firm from the Executive Vice 
President and an envelope addressed to said 
firm and not to any addressee having "Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association" or any abbrevia- 
tion or variant thereof as a part of its designa- 
tion, with each envelope bearing a different 
number selected by said firm. Voting shall be 
by mail only. Each voting member shall insert 
his ballot in said numbered envelope and seal 
and mail same, with postage prepaid. Such 
envelope must be postmarked at least 30 days 
prior to the opening day of the election year 
convention in order for the ballot therein to be 
counted. Such firm shall tabulate all official 
ballots that are included in envelopes bearing 
numbers corresponding to those selected by 
said firm. In instances where more than one 
envelope bears the same number, said firm 
shall endeavor, by an inspection of such 
envelopes and the ballots therein, or by other 
means, to determine which ballots are falsified. 
The candidate or candidates receiving the 
largest number of votes for the respective 
offices shall be duly elected. Ballots for noncon- 
tested offices shall not be tabulated. Such tabu- 
lating firm shall cause a report of the votes cast 
for each candidate to be delivered to the Presi- 
dent and the Executive Vice President at least 
fifteen (15) days prior to the first day of said con- 
vention. All ballots and envelopes shall be re- 
tained by said firm until otherwise instructed 
by the Board of Governors. Any nominee shall 
be entitled to obtain from said tabulating firm 
written verification of the results of said 
tabulation. 

Section 10. At least ten (10) days prior to the 
opening day of the election year convention, 
the Executive Vice President, by written or tele- 
phonic communications, shall announce to all 
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candidates and to members of the numismatic 
press who customarily receive announcements 
from the Association the number of votes ob- 
tained by each candidate for each office. Those 
elected will be installed and assume their 
duties at the last membership meeting of said 
convention and will hold office until their suc- 
cessors have been duly elected or appointed and 
declared installed. 

Section 11. If a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of the Vice President, for any reason, the 
Board of Governors shall elect an eligible mem- 
ber of the Board to fill such vacancy for the un- 
expired term of the officer replaced. 

Section 12. If any other vacancy shall occur 
on the Board of Governors for any reason, such 
vacancy shall be filled by the person who failed 
to be elected to a numbered governorship by 
the least number of votes in the most recent 
election. Each subsequent vacancy shall be 
filled in like manner by the person who in turn 
failed to be elected to any numbered governor- 
ship by the next least number of votes. 

Section 13. Any person elected as President 
cannot be a candidate for the office of President 
or Vice President, but may be a candidate for 
Governor, in any subsequent election. 

Section 14. No person shall be eligible for 
election as a Governor in any election who has 
been elected to serve as a governor for two con- 
secutive four-year terms in the most recent two 
preceding elections; but any such person, other 
than a past President, shall be eligible for elec- 
tion as President or Vice President at such 
election. 

Section 15. Any person elected as Governor 
for a four-year term (or who fills a vacancy in 
said office for said term) shall be subject to 
removal from that office at the expiration of 
the first two years of said term in the manner 
following: Petitions shall be submitted to the 
Executive Vice President on or before April 15 
of any election year setting forth the grounds 
on which such Governor should be removed 
from office and signed by a number of the 
members of the Association equivalent to 
twenty percent (20%) of the number of mem- 
bers of the Association who voted at the im- 
mediately preceding election. No such petition 
shall be circulated until a copy thereof has been 
mailed to and received by the Executive Vice 
President for transmittal to the Governor 
sought to be removed thereby. In the event that 
such signed petitions are received by the Ex- 
ecutive Vice President in conformity to the 
foregoing requirements, the Executive Vice 
President shall place on the ballot for the 
election year in which such petitions are sub- 
mitted the question as to whether said Gover- 


nor shall be removed from office. If a majority 
of those voting on the question of such removal 
shall vote in favor thereof, the office of such 
Governor shall be considered vacant and such 
office shall be filled in the manner provided in 
Section 12 of this Article VI. 

Section 16. No Governor may become a can- 
didate for the office of President or Vice Presi- 
dent in any election year prior to the year in 
which such Governor's term of office expires, 
unless such Governor submits, in the manner 
following, his written resignation as such 
Governor effective upon the installation of of- 
ficers at the next ensuing Association conven- 
tion. Such resignation must be submitted to 
and received by the Executive Vice President 
on or before November 30 of the calendar year 
immediately preceding such election year. Such 
resignation shall be irrevocable and shall be ef- 
fective whether or not such resigning Gover- 
nor is elected to the office of President or Vice 
President. In the event of such resignation, such 
resigning Governor's successor shall be elected 
at such election year election to serve for the 
remainder of such resigning Governor's term. 
This section shall apply only to governors 
elected at the 1981 and subsequent elections. 

Section 17. The phrases "four-year term" 
and "term of four years" as used in this Arti- 
cle VI shall be deemed to include a term of ap- 
proximately four years in all instances where 
a Governor's term may be slightly less than, 
or slightly more than, four years by reason of 
differences in the dates on which the Gover- 
nors are installed. 

Section 18. Each officer, at the expiration of 
his term, shall deliver to his successor all 
books, papers and other property of the Associa- 
tion in his possession. 

ARTICLE VII 
Elections — Ethics 

Section 1. No person shall submit for 
publication or cause to be published any printed 
paid advertisement promoting any person's can- 
didacy in an ANA election without that per- 
son's consent. 

Section 2. No member may make or publish 
any false, misleading, libelous or slanderous 
statements. 

Section 3. No member may cause to be 
published or distributed any advertisement 
relating to an ANA election which does not in- 
clude the name and address of the sponsoring 
person or organization. If the sponsor is a com- 
mittee or organization, the name and address 
of its chairman or other principal representative 
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must be included in the advertisement. 

Section 4. No advertisement relating to an 
ANA election (or any envelope or wrapper 
therefor) shall include any name, abbreviation, 
device or address which will in any manner in- 
dicate or imply ANA's endorsement of, or op- 
position to, any candidate. 

Section 5. Any member violating any of the 
preceding provisions shall be subject to expul- 
sion, suspension or other disciplinary action 
therefor by the Board of Governors. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Duties 

Corporate Officers, Appointed Officers 
and Special Officers 

Corporate Officers 

Section 1. The duties of General Counsel 
shall be to provide legal advice to the Board of 
Governors as may be requested. The General 
Counsel may appoint Local Counsel as may be 
required or hire any other temporary personnel 
as may be required to provide the requested 
legal advice so long as all expenditures are 
either a part of the approved budget or the ex- 
penditures are authorized by the Board of 
Governors. 

Section 2. The duties of the Executive Vice 
President shall be: 

(a) To manage and direct all activities of the 
Association subject to the supervision of the 
Board of Governors. 

(b) To employ, discharge and fix the compen- 
sation of all employees of the Association other 
than that of Corporate Officers and Special 
Officers. 

(c) To make recommendations to the Board 
of Governors with respect to the persons to be 
selected as Appointed Officers. 

(d) To keep all expenditures within the scope 
of the approved budget. 

(e) To define the duties of all employees of 
the Association to the extent that such duties 
are not otherwise defined herein. 

(f) To supervise the performance of all em- 
ployees of the Association other than the 
Corporate Officers and the Special Officers. 

(g) To delegate those responsibilities of 
management as shall in his judgement be in the 
best interest of the Association. 

(h) To keep a true record of the transactions 
of the Association and preserve all documents 
pertaining to his office. 

(i) To act as Secretary of the Board of Gover- 
nors, keep a true record of its proceedings and 
send a copy thereof to each of its members. 

(j) To receive all funds paid to the Associa- 


tion, except those which are collected by the 
Manager of the Bookkeeping Department and 
thereafter transmitted to the Executive Vice 
President; remit all receipts to the Treasurer 
at least once a month; prepare a monthly finan- 
cial report and submit a copy thereof to each 
member of the Board of Governors. 

(k) To prepare and sign all proper warrants 
on the Treasurer, and forward them to the 
President or Vice President when so directed. 

(l) To receive all applications for member- 
ship; if properly prepared and accompanied by 
the required advance dues and fees, to publish 
such applications in the official magazine; pre- 
sent objections to such applications to the 
Board of Governors,- publish information as to 
the new members admitted, transfers in mem- 
bership and known deaths, and make monthly 
revisions of the mailing list of the official 
magazine. 

(m) To attend to all matters relating to 
subscriptions to the official magazine by 
nonmembers, and the sale of copies thereof. 

(n) To keep in safe custody the seal and the 
dies of the Association; to arrange for the 
preparation of such dies as may be authorized. 

(o) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received and a full and final report of all matters 
pertaining to his office at the end of the fiscal 
year and render the same to the Association, 
and have the officers' report and certified public 
accountants' report printed and made available 
to the membership at the annual ANA 
convention. 

(p) To perform such duties in connection 
with nomination and election of officers as may 
be required by these bylaws. 

Section 3. The duties of the Treasurer shall be: 

(a) To pay out money only on warrants drawn 
and signed by the Executive Vice President 
and countersigned by the President or Vice 
President. 

(b) To invest and reinvest the funds of the 
Association in accordance with instructions of 
the Board of Governors. 

(c) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received by the Association and a full and final 
report of all matters pertaining to his office at 
the end of the fiscal year, and render the same 
to the Association through its President. 

Appointed Officers 

Section 4. The duties of the Editor shall be 
to provide suitable material and be responsible 
for the publication of the official magazine and 
other official publications, and prepare a full 
and final annual report of all matters pertain- 
ing to his office at the end of the fiscal year and 
render the same to the Association through its 
President. The Editor shall report to the Exec- 
utive Vice President. 
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Section 5. The duties of the Director of Cer- 
tification Services shall be to attend to the 
needs of the members of the Association who 
may utilize the certification services provided 
by the Association; and to ensure that all coins 
graded by the Association are graded in accord- 
ance with the ANA Grading Standards; and 
prepare a full and final annual report of all mat- 
ters pertaining to his office at the end of the 
fiscal year and render the same to the Associa- 
tion through its President. The Director of Cer- 
tification Services shall report to the Executive 
Vice President. 

Section 6. The duties of the Librarian shall be: 

(a) To keep in safe custody and good order 
all library books, papers, etc., which the Asso- 
ciation has or may acquire. 

(b) To compile and keep an accurate catalog 
of all material coming into his charge, with the 
price thereof if acquired by purchase or the 
name of the donor, if acquired by gift. 

(c) To afford access to such material and loan 
the same to members of the Association under 
rules and regulations adopted by the Board of 
Governors. 

(d) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received and a full and final report of all matters 
pertaining to his office at the end of the fiscal 
year, and render the same to the Association 
through its President. The Librarian shall report 
to the Executive Vice President. 

Section 7. The duties of the Museum 
Curator shall be to keep in safe custody and 
good order all of the Association's museum 
property; to receive, acknowledge and record 
all gifts and loans to the Museum; to supervise 
the purchase of museum material and the dis- 
position of unwanted items; to exhibit material 
suitably in the Museum for the benefit of 
visitors to the headquarters; and to prepare a 
report of the activities of the Museum at the 
end of each fiscal year and render the same to 
the Association. The Museum Curator shall 
report to the Executive Vice President. 

Section 8. An Assistant to the Executive 
Vice President shall perform such duties as may 
be delegated to him or her by the Executive 
Vice President. The nature and extent of such 
delegation shall be subject to the supervision 
of the Board of Governors. Each such Assistant 
shall report to the Executive Vice President. 

Special Officers 

Section 9. The duties of the Historian shall 
be to establish, provide and maintain a written 
history of the Association, and shall report to 
the Librarian. 


Section 10. The duties of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms shall be to provide advice as to the secu- 
rity of the conventions; and to generally assist 
the Board of Governors to maintain order at 
both its meetings and conventions. The Ser- 
geant-at-Arms shall report to the Executive 
Vice President. 

ARTICLE IX 
Conventions 

Section 1. The Association shall meet in 
convention at least once every year, at such 
time and place as may be decided upon by the 
Board of Governors. The time and place thereof 
shall be officially announced by the President 
in at least one issue of the official magazine, 
published prior to said convention. 

Section 2. As soon as it shall be expedient 
to do so, the President shall each year appoint: 

(a) A Resolution Committee whose duty 
shall be to consider all matters referred to it 
and report thereon as soon as convenient. 

jb) An Auditing Committee whose duty 
shall be to audit such reports and accounts as 
may be referred to it and report thereon as soon 
as convenient. The Board of Governors may 
retain the services of a Certified Public 
Accountant or firm of public accountants to 
audit the books of the Association. 

(c) Such other committees as the President 
may deem advisable to facilitate the work of 
the convention. 

ARTICLE X 
Gifts and Bequests 

Section 1. The Association welcomes gifts 
and bequests of numismatic material, numis- 
matic literature, funds, securities and other 
properties to be used for the purposes set forth 
in its Federal Chaner, such gifts and bequests 
to be made directly to the Association or to its 
Endowment Fund Trust. A donor may direct 
the Association or the Trustee of said Endow- 
ment Fund Trust to allocate the subject of his 
gift or bequest to one or more of the following 
puiposes: (a) library; (b) museum; (c) numis- 
matic education; (d) general operating fund of 
the Association; (e) such additional purpose or 
purposes as shall be authorized from time to 
time by a majority vote of the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Association in conformity to its 
Federal Charter. 

Section 2. Any donor of a gift or bequest of 
a value of $25 or more shall receive recogni- 
tion by having his name and place of residence 
(but not his R.F.D. number or street address) 
published in The Numismatist, except that any 
such gift shall be published as anonymous at 
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the donor's request. 

Section 3. Donors shall be given the follow- 
ing designations, based in each case upon the 
aggregate value of a donor's gift or gifts to the 
Association:

The gift of any numismatic item 
or any book or other publication which the 
Association does not desire to keep for its 
museum or library may be sold and the pro-

The official magazine shall be 
published monthly and shall be known as The 
Numismatist. As far as it is possible to do so, 
it shall be the Association's official means of 
communication with its members. 

The fiscal year of the Association 
shall be from April 1 to March 3 1 . 


Members' Code of Ethics 

Approved August 1965 by the ANA Board of Governors 

Membership in the American Numismatic Association is a privilege extended to those persons 
and organizations deemed worthy thereof and is not a matter of right. Such membership can be 
maintained only until the Board of Governors determines that the conduct of a member has been 
such that, in the best interest of the Association, his membership should be terminated. 

For the guidance of its members, this Code of Ethics has been duly adopted by the Board of 
Governors under the authority vested in it by the Federal Charter and the Bylaws of the Associa- 
tion. A breach thereof by any member reflects, directly or indirectly, upon all other members. 
Such a breach shall be considered conduct prejudicial to the welfare of the Association and cause 
for action by the Board of Governors. 

As a member of the American Numismatic Association, 

I agree to support and be governed by the Federal Charter and the Bylaws of the Association, and 
by such rules, policies and regulations as may be in force from time to time,- 

I agree to conduct myself so as to bring no reproach or discredit to the Association, or impair 
the prestige of the membership therein; 

I agree to base all of my dealings on the highest plane of justice, fairness and morality; 

I agree to neither buy nor sell numismatic items of which the ownership is questionable,- 

I agree to conform to the accepted standards of dignified advertising; 

I agree to take immediate steps to correct any error I may make in any transaction; 

I agree not to sell, exhibit, produce nor advertise counterfeits, copies, restrikes and reproductions 
of any numismatic items if their nature is not clearly indicated by the word "counterfeit," "copy," 
"restrikes" or "reproductions," incused in the metal or printed on the paper thereof, with the 
exception of items generally accepted by numismatists and not in any way misrepresented as 
genuine. 
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I agree to represent a numismatic item to be genuine only when, to the best of my knowledge 
and belief, it is authentic; 

I agree to fulfill all contracts made by me, either orally or written, to make prompt payments 
upon delivery and to return immediately any item that is not satisfactory; 

I agree to give aid to members in their quest for numismatic knowledge. 


Dealers' Code of Ethics 

Approved August 1967 by the Board of Governors— Revised August 1975 

As an ANA member dealer, I pledge myself to the following principles: 

To fully comply with the ANA Members' Code of Ethics as published in The Numismatist. 

To purchase and sell coins from fellow collectors and dealers at prices commensurate with a 
reasonable return to the seller and for a reasonable return on my investment with regards to the 
then prevailing rate. 

To furnish my clientele with advice on numismatic information to the best of my ability. 

To not knowingly handle for resale forgeries, counterfeits, unmarked copies, altered coins or other 
spurious numismatic merchandise that is not clearly labeled as such. 

To frequently publish my statement of return privileges which will allow my customers a minimum 
of fifteen (15) days from my date of mailing or sale to return numismatic material for full refund. 
If a customer chooses to have a coin authenticated by the ANA Certification Service, and he sub- 
mits it to AN ACS within ten (10) days of my mailing date, I will continue to recognize his return 
privilege for fifteen (15) days after AN ACS mails the coin back to my customer. 

To abide by all local, state and federal laws in all numismatic matters and to assist in the pros- 
ecution of violators of the law in this respect. 

To recognize and respect my own contracts and business dealings and those of fellow members 
of the Association. 

To avoid unjustified and/or false statements or misrepresentations in my relations with others 
and to fully cooperate for the advancement of our hobby and business in my relations with col- 
lector and dealer alike. 

Violation of this Code will be grounds for expulsion from the American Numismatic Association 
as stated in its Bylaws.
